(ili) is issuing voting securities or equity securities, and 
(iv) is effecting the distribution other than under a prospectus; and 
(b) there is no independent underwriter that satisfies subsection 2.1(3). 
EXEMPTION 
Exemption 
(1) The regulator or securities regulatory authority may grant an exemption from this Instrument, in 


whole or in part, subject to such conditions or restrictions as may be imposed in the exemption. 

(2) Despite subsection (1), in Ontario only the regulator may grant such an exemption. 

Evidence of Exemption - Without limiting the manner in which an exemption under section 5.1 may be 

evidenced, the issuance by the regulator of a receipt for a prospectus or an amendment to a prospectus is 

evidence of the granting of the exemption if 

(a) the person or company that sought the exemption has delivered to the regulator, on or before the 
date that the preliminary prospectus or an amendment to the preliminary prospectus was filed, a 
Jetter or memorandum describing the matters relating to the exemption and indicating why 
consideration should be given to the granting of the exemption; and 


(b) the regulator has not sent written notice to the contrary to the person or company that sought the 
exemption before, or concurrent with, the issuance of the receipt.

PART 1 INTRODUCTION 


1.1 Purpose - The purpose of this Policy is to state the views of the Canadian Securities Administrators (the 
“CSA") on various matters relating to National Instrument 33-105 Underwriting Conflicts (the “Instrument’), 
and to provide market participants with guidance in understanding the operation of the Instrument and the 
policy concerns that lie behind some of the provisions of the Instrument. This Policy includes, as Appendix 
A, a series of flow charts designed to illustrate the analysis required to be made in determining whether a 
party falls under certain of the defined terms of the Instrument and whether the requirements of the 
Instrument apply to a given distribution. The flow charts are for illustrative purposes only and, in all cases, 
reference should be made to the precise language of the Instrument. 


1.2 General Policy Rationale for the Instrument 


(1) Two of the basic objectives of securities legislation are to ensure that investors purchasing 
securities in the course of a distribution purchase those securities at a price determined through a 
process unaffected by conflicts of interest, and receive full, true and plain disclosure of all material 
facts regarding the issuer and the securities offered. The Instrument is based upon the premise

that those objectives are best achieved if the issuer and the underwriters deal with each other as 
independent parties, free of any relationship that might negatively affect the performance of their 
respective roles. 


The Instrument seeks to protect the integrity of the underwriting process in circumstances in which 
there is a direct or indirect relationship between the issuer or selling securityholder and the 
underwriter that might give rise to a perception that they are not independent of each other in 
connection with a distribution. The Instrument imposes two basic requirements in those 
circumstances. First, full disclosure of the relationships giving rise to the potential conflict of 
interest is required to be given to investors, and second, an independent underwriter is required in 
certain circumstances to participate in the transaction.

Relationships of Concern

The Instrument identifies three types of relationships between a registrant acting as underwriter on 
a distribution and the issuer or selling securityholder of securities in the distribution that give rise to 
concerns over conflicts of interest; each of these relationships may be subject to the requirements 
of the Instrument. 


(a) The registrant as issuer or selling securityholder. This relationship represents the 
relationship with the highest degree of conflict of the three recognized by the Instrument. 


(b) An issuer or selling securityholder that is a “related issuer" of the registrant. This 
relationship is created primarily as the result of cross-ownership between an issuer or 
selling securityholder and the registrant. Subsection 1.2(2) of the Instrument provides 
that an entity is a related issuer to another entity if one of them is an “influential 
securityholder" of the other, or each of them is a related issuer of the same third party. 


(c) An issuer or selling securityholder that is not a related issuer of the registrant, but that has 
some other relationship with the registrant that would cause a reasonable prospective 
purchaser of the securities being offered to question if the registrant and the issuer or 
selling securityholder are independent of each other for the distribution. This type of 
issuer is a “connected issuer" of the relevant registrant. 


The Instrument recognizes the relative degrees of relationships and the resulting potential for 
conflict by imposing additional requirements for distributions by registrants and their related 
issuers than for distributions by connected issuers. 


The term “independent underwriter" is defined in the Instrument to mean a registrant acting as 
direct underwriter in a distribution if the registrant does not have one of the relationships with the 
issuer or selling securityholder described in this section. The term “non-independent underwriter" 
is used in this Policy to describe a registrant acting as direct underwriter that does have one of 
those relationships. 


General Requirements of the Instrument - The general requirements of the Instrument, contained in 
section 2.1, provide, in effect, that a registrant that would be a non-independent underwriter on a 
distribution may not act as a direct underwriter in the distribution, unless certain requirements are satisfied 
or an exemption is available. The requirements are the disclosure obligation, required by subsection 2.1(1) 
of the Instrument and discussed in section 2.3 of this Policy, and, in the case of related issuer distributions, 
the independent underwriter obligation, required by the combination of subsections 2.1(2) and (3) of the 
Instrument and discussed in section 2.4 of this Policy. An exemption from the independent underwriter 
obligation is contained in section 3.2 of the instrument and discussed in Part 3 of this Policy. 


Disclosure Obligation 


(1) 


The disclosure obligation applicable to a distribution in which a non-independent underwriter 
participates, contained in subsection 2.1(1) of the Instrument, requires that the distribution be 
made under a prospectus or other document that contains the information described in Appendix C 
of the Instrument. This requirement is applicable both to transactions made under a prospectus 
and to those done by way of a private placement without a prospectus. Appendix C is designed to 
require full disclosure of the relationship between the underwriter and issuer or selling

Market participants are reminded that section 10.1 of National Instrument 71-101 The 
Multijurisdictional Disclosure System exempts distributions under that National Instrument from the 
disclosure requirements of the Instrument. 


Requirement for Independent Underwriter Involvement

Subsection 2.1(2) of the Instrument provides that, in the case of a distribution of special warrants 
or a distribution made under a prospectus, a registrant may not act 


(a) as an underwriter if the registrant is the issuer or selling securityholder in the distribution; 
or 
(b) as a direct underwriter if a related issuer of the registrant is the issuer or selling 


securityholder in the distribution. 


Subsection 2.1(3) of the Instrument provides that subsection 2.1(2) of the Instrument does not 
apply to a distribution otherwise caught by that subsection if there is an independent underwriter 
and if certain disclosure is made in a disclosure document or prospectus. The requirement for 
independent underwriter involvement is satisfied if at least one independent underwriter 
participates in the offering to the extent specified in subsection 2.1(3). Subsection 2.1(3) provides 
alternate threshold criteria for such involvement, depending upon whether the distribution is a “firm 
commitment" underwriting or a "best efforts agency" offering. 


In the case of a firm commitment underwriting, an independent underwriter is required to 
undemrite not less than the lesser of 


(a) 20 percent of the dollar value of the distribution, and 


(b) the largest portion of the distribution underwritten by a registrant that is not an 
independent underwriter. 


In the case of a best efforts agency offering, an independent underwriter must receive a portion of 
the total management fees equal to an amount not less than the lesser of 


(a) 20 percent of the total management fees for the distribution, and 


(b) the largest portion of the management fees paid or payable to a registrant that is 
not an independent underwriter. 


Subsection 2.1(3) of the Instrument requires the relevant disclosure document to disclose what 
role the independent underwriter played in the structuring, pricing and due diligence activities of 
the distribution. The Instrument does not specify what functions the independent underwriter must 
fulfil, because it is recognized that the appropriate role will vary according to the nature of the 
distribution and the issuer or selling securityholder, and because it is expected that the 
requirement to disclose the role actually played will impose a measure of market discipline on the 
process. Subsection 2.1(3) of the Instrument also requires the name of the independent 
underwriter to be disclosed. 


Section 2.2 of the Instrument sets out the rules for calculating the size of a distribution and the 
requirements for independent underwriter involvement. These rules deal with issues that may 
arise when distributions occur in more than one jurisdiction, or only partly in Canada. 


Market participants are directed to National Instrument 44-102 Shelf Distributions for applicable 
provisions on how the requirements of the Instrument are satisfied for shelf distributions. 


PART 3 EXEMPTION FROM INDEPENDENT UNDERWRITER REQUIREMENT 


3.1 


Exemption from Independent Underwriter Requirement - Section 3.2 of the Instrument provides an 
exemption from the independent underwriter requirement for distributions of securities of a foreign issuer if 
more than 85 percent of the dollar value of the distribution is effected outside of Canada or if more than 85 
percent of the management fees relating to the distribution are paid or payable outside of Canada. This 
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exemption is expected to be primarily used in the context of international offerings of major issuers. 


PART 4 COMMENTARY ON RELATIONSHIPS DESCRIBED IN THE INSTRUMENT 


4.1 Related Issuers

Common ownership is the traditional measure of a non-arm’s length relationship in which a conflict 
of interest is seen to arise. The definition of “related issuer", together with the definitions of 
“influential securityholder" and “professional group", contain the test used in the Instrument for 
these non-arm’s length relationships. 


The Instrument provides that two persons or companies are related issuers of each other if one of 
them is an influential securityholder of the other, or if each of them are related issuers to a third 
person or company. 


The term “influential securityholder" is defined to include relationships between an issuer and 
another person or company or, in some cases, a professional group, that involve specified 
thresholds of share ownership or rights to elect directors, as summarized in subsection (4). 


Briefly stated, a person or company or professional group ("A") is an influential securityholder of an 
issuer ("I") under the definition of "influential securityholder" in the following circumstances. 


(a) A owns or controls 20 percent of the voting or equity securities of | (paragraph (a) of the 
definition), or controls or is a general partner of the issuer, if the issuer is either a general 
partnership or a limited partnership. 


(b) A owns or controls 10 percent of the voting or equity securities of | and either 


(i) A is entitled to nominate 20 percent of the directors of | or has officers, directors 
or shareholders that constitute 20 percent of the directors of I; or 


(ii) lis entitled to nominate 20 percent of the directors of A or has officers, directors 
or shareholders that constitute 20 percent of the directors of A (paragraph (b) of 
the definition). 


(c) | owns or controls 10 percent of the voting or equity securities of A (other than a 
professional group) and either 


(i) A is entitled to nominate 20 percent of the directors of | or has officers, directors 
or shareholders that constitute 20 percent of the directors of I: or 


(il) 1 is entitled to nominate 20 percent of the directors of A or has officers, directors 
or shareholders that constitute 20 percent of the directors of A (paragraph (c) of 
the definition). 


Paragraph (c) of the definition contains no reference to professional groups in recognition 
of the fact that it is not possible to hold a voting or equity interest in such an entity nor 
does such an entity have a board of directors. 


(d) If a professional group is an influential securityholder of | within paragraphs (a) or (b) of 
the definition, then the registrant that is part of that professional group will also be an 
influential securityholder of | (paragraph (d) of the definition). 


It is noted that under subsection 1.2(2) of the Instrument only a person or company can be a 
related issuer of another person or company; therefore, a professional group cannot be a related 
issuer of a person or company even if it is an influential securityholder of that person or company. 
Professional groups have been included in the definition of “influential securityholder™ in order to 
allow paragraph (d) of the definition of “influential securityholder" to operate; this ensures that the 
registrant that is part of a professional group that is an influential securityholder of a person or 
company is itself an influential securityholder, and therefore a related issuer, of that person or 
company. 


The CSA note the following matters relating to the "influential securityholder" tests: 
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(a) The definition of "influential securityholder" requires an aggregation of all securities held, 
directly or indirectly beneficially owned and ones over which the holder has the right to 
direct the voting. 


(b) Paragraphs 1.2(2)(a) and (b) provide that A is a related issuer of B if A is an influential 
securityholder of B or if B is an influential securityholder of A. Paragraph 1.2(2)(c) of the 
Instrument ties together all related issuers by providing that two persons or companies 
that are related issuers of a third person or company are related issuers of each other. 
The following examples illustrate the operation of paragraph 1.2(2)(c). 


(i) If A is an influential securityholder of B, meaning that A is a related issuer of B 
under paragraph 1.2(2)(a), and B is an influential securityholder of C, meaning 
that C is a related issuer of B under paragraph 1.2(2)(b), then A is a related 
issuer of C, since both A and C are related issuers of the same person, B. 


(ii) If D is an influential securityholder of both E and F, meaning that D is a related 
issuer of both E and F, then E and F are related issuers of each other. 


(c) There is no provision in the Instrument for “diluting” indirect ownership interests in making 
calculations. Therefore, if A owns 45 percent of the voting shares of B that in turn owns 
22 percent of the voting shares of C, all three of A, B, and C are related issuers of each 
other. 

(d) The operation of paragraph 1.2(1)(a) of the Instrument requires, in effect, the calculation 
of a person or company’s percentage ownership in another person or company to be 
done twice; first, only the outstanding voting or equity securities held would be counted, 
and, second, if the 10 percent or 20 percent ownership level is not reached, the 
calculation should be repeated on a fully diluted basis, assuming all convertible or 
exchangeable securities of the relevant class issued and outstanding were converted or 
exchanged. 


4.2 Connected Issuers 


(1) 


(3) 


One relationship described in section 2.1 of this Policy as being of concern in connection with 
conflict matters is that of an issuer that is a connected issuer, but not a related issuer, to a 
registrant in a distribution. This relationship historically has led to some difficulties of interpretation 
under analogous provisions of securities legislation. The definition of “connected issuer" in the 
Instrument provides that the test for whether an issuer/selling securityholder and registrant are 
“connected” is whether the relationship between the issuer or selling securityholder (or their 
related issuers) and a registrant (or its related issuers) may lead a reasonable prospective 
purchaser of the securities to question the independence of such parties for purposes of the 
distribution. 


The test contained in the definition requires that the question of independence, or lack of 
independence, of a registrant be determined with reference to the activities of concern in a 
distribution and from the viewpoint of a reasonable prospective purchaser. The key issues in 
making that assessment are 


(a) whether the investor would perceive that the relationship would interfere with the ability or 
inclination of the registrant to do proper due diligence, or to ensure complete disclosure of 
all material facts related to the issuer or affect the price placed on the securities being 
distributed; and 


(b) whether the investor would perceive that the relationship would make the issuer or selling 
securityholder more subject to influence in the disclosure, due diligence or pricing 
process from the underwriter or its related issuer. 


In either case, would the result be that some party's interests are perceived to be favoured to the 
detriment of those of investors? 


As in the case of related issuers, a relationship of concern may arise directly between the issuer or 
selling securityholder and the registrant or indirectly through one or more related issuers of either 
the issuer or selling securityholder or the registrant or any of them. 
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4.3 Issues Relating to "Connected Issuer" Relationships 


(1) The definition of “connected issuer" is designed to catch relationships of concern between the 
issuer/selling securityholder and the registrant that are not related issuer relationships. For 
example, if a significant shareholder of the registrant is the chairman of the board of directors of 
the issuer and another related issuer of the registrant owns a large number of preferred shares 
that are to be repaid out of the proceeds of a distribution, the issuer may be a connected issuer of 
the registrant for the purposes of the distribution. In each case, the issuer, registrant and their 
advisers will have to weigh the totality of the relationships between the issuer and the registrant 
against whether a prospective purchaser might question the independence of the issuer and 
dealer to determine if there is a connected issuer relationship. 


(2) The mere existence of a debtor/creditor relationship between the issuer and the registrant, or any 
of their respective related issuers, does not necessarily give rise to a connected issuer 
relationship. The test is whether in the circumstances the relationships among the parties might, 
in the view of a reasonable prospective purchaser, affect their independence from one another. 
Factors that may be relevant in reaching the conclusion in cases in which the relationship is 
debtor/creditor may include the size of the debt, the materiality of the amount of the debt to both 
the creditor and debtor, the terms of the debt, whether the lending arrangement is in good 
standing, and whether the proceeds of the issue are being used for repayment of the debt. 


(3) Preference shares are not presently treated by Canadian GAAP as liabilities on the balance sheet 
of issuers, although they may be held by investors as an alternative to making loans or holding 
securities more conventionally thought of as debt. If there is cross-ownership of a material number 
of preference shares, there may be a relationship of concern between the issuer or selling 
securityholder and the registrant. Factors to be considered include the terms of the preference 
shares (whether the shares are term preferred shares, redeemable at the option of the holder, or 
represent relatively permanent capital of the issuer or selling securityholder) and the materiality of 
the shareholding to the issuer or selling securityholder or to the preference shareholder. 


(4) Most relationships of concern are likely to arise through debtor/creditor relationships or 
cross-ownership. However, in some circumstances there may be other relationships between the 
issuer or selling securityholder and the underwriter that raise concerns. These other business 
relationships would have to be material to the issuer, selling securityholder, underwriter or one or 
more of their related entities and give rise to some special interest in the continued viability of the 
other entity or the success of the distribution over and above that of other entities with a similar 
relationship with that company. The following relationships, among others, could be material in 

_ this context. 


(a) A relationship in which an issuer was a joint venture partner with a person that owed 
money to a related party of a registrant could raise conflict issues. In circumstances in 
which the joint venture party needed funds to be able to satisfy its obligations to the 
related party of the registrant, and those funds would be provided by the issuer following 
a distribution, there is the possibility that the registrant might be motivated in an 
underwriting for the issuer by interests other than those of an independent underwriter. 


(b) A relationship in which an issuer's supplier was a related party of a registrant could also 
raise conflict issues, particularly if the financial condition of the issuer could put the supply 
arrangements in jeopardy. The registrant could be motivated to act inappropriately in 
raising equity for the issuer. 


(c) Franchise relationships could also raise conflict issues. An issuer that is a franchisor 
might need to raise funds to support its franchisees or to keep the entire franchise 
arrangement in place. If the registrant was a related party of creditors of the franchisees 
that were dependent upon a successful offering to raise such funds, the independence of 
the registrant might be compromised. 


PART 5 CONTROL MEASURES 
5.1 Control Measures — The CSA encourage registrants to adopt written internal control measures to ensure 


that, in connection with the distribution of securities of a “related issuer" or a "connected issuer", they deal 
with the issuer as an independent party, as if acting at arm’s length. Although this recommendation is not 
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intended to be prescriptive, registrants should note that they may be asked, in the normal course of 
inspections, whether such control measures have been adopted and a copy thereof may be requested in 
the course of such inspections.

DEBT RETIREMENT CHARGE — 
RATES AND EXEMPTIONS 


Definitions 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 


“exempt self-generated electricity” means electricity, 


(a) that is consumed by the person who generates it or by another 
person at the expense of the person who generates it, and 


(b) that is, 


generated and consumed on a temporary, occasional or 
emergency basis, 


(i) 


generated by a generation unit that has a maximum load 
capacity of not more than 15 kilowatts, or 


(il) 


generated and consumed within a vehicle or vessel used to 
transport people or goods; 


(iil) 


“Minister” means the Minister of Finance: 


“reserve” means a reserve as defined in the /ndian Act (Canada) or an 
Indian Settlement located on Crown land, the Indian inhabitants of 
which are treated by the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development (Canada) in the same manner as Indians residing on a 
reserve as defined in the /ndian Act (Canada); 


“self-generated electricity” means electricity, other than exempt self- 
generated electricity, that is consumed by the person who generates 
it or by another person at the expense of the person who generates 
it. 


(2) The definitions in subsection 85 (1) of the Act apply for the 
purposes of this Regulation. 


Debt retirement charge 

2. (1) The debt retirement charge payable by a user for a period 
commencing on or after the day subsection 26 (1) of the Act comes 
into force is the amount calculated by multiplying the prescribed rate, 
as determined under subsection (2) for the location at which the elec- 
tricity is consumed, by the number of kilowatt hours of electricity 
consumed at that location during the period, as determined, 


(a) by acollector or the collector’s agent; 
(b) by the user, if the user is a self-generating user; or 


(c) by the user, if the user is a collector who does not pay the debt 
retirement charge for the period to another collector. 


(2) The prescribed rate for the purposes of subsection 85 (4) of the 
Act is, 


(a) the rate set out in Table 1 opposite the name of the local utility 
whose service area on October 30, 1998 included the location 
at which the electricity is consumed;

(b) the rate set out in Table 2 opposite the name of the local utility 
and the description of the area as of October 30, 1998, if the 
electricity is consumed at a location in that area; or 


(c) 0.7 cents if the electricity is consumed at a location that is not 
within an area referred to in clause (a) or (b). 


(3) The amount of a debt retirement charge calculated under this 
section must be rounded to the nearest whole cent and if the amount 
ends in a half cent, the amount must be rounded up to the next whole 
cent. 


Exemptions 

3. (1) The following users are exempt from the requirement to pay 
debt retirement charges in respect of electricity consumed in the fol- 
lowing manner: 


1. An Indian or band, as defined in the /ndian Act (Canada), in 
respect of electricity consumed by the Indian or the band on a 
reserve. 


i) 


A foreign state, international organization or individual that is 
exempt from tax under subsection 7 (5) of the Retail Sales Tax 
Act, in respect of electricity consumed by the foreign state, 
international organization or individual. 


A transmitter or distributor, in respect of electricity lost or 
unaccounted for in transmitting or distributing electricity. 


A self-generating user and a person who consumes electricity 
at the expense of the self-generating user, in respect of exempt 
self-generated electricity generated by the self-generating user. 


A person, in respect of electricity the person consumes that 1s 
generated by a self-generating user and supplied to the person 
at the expense of the self-generating user. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), an entity mentioned 1n paragraph | or 2 
of that subsection is required to pay to a collector the amount of the 
debt retirement charge that would otherwise be payable under 
subsection 85 (4) of the Act for a period, unless the entity claiming 
the exemption submits to the collector to whom the entity is required 
to pay the debt retirement charge, 


(a) a valid certificate of Indian status issued by the Government of 
Canada, that identifies him or her as an Indian;

7 (5) of the Retail Sales Tax Act, in the case of an individual 
referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection (1); or

Exemption, station service 

4. A generator who is a self-generating user but generates electric- 
ity primarily for sale to another user directly or through the I[MO- 
administered markets is exempt from the requirement to pay a debt 
retirement charge in respect of the number of kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity, 


(a) that is not conveyed through the IMO-controlled grid; and 


(b) that is consumed directly in the generation of electricity at the 
generation facility at which it is generated. 
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Annual exemption, self-generating users 

5. (1) A self-generating user is exempt from the requirement to 
pay a debt retirement charge for a calendar year in respect of the 
number of kilowatt hours of electricity that is the lesser of, 


(a) the number of kilowatt hours of electricity in its exemption 
account at the end of the year; and 


(b) the number of kilowatt hours of self-generated electricity con- 
sumed in the year by the self-generating user or by another per- 
son at the expense of the self-generating user, other than self- 
generated electricity consumed in a location for which the pre- 
scribed rate of the debt retirement charge is zero. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), a self-generating user is not entitled to 
an exemption under this section for a year unless, 


(a) the self-generating user, 


(1) owned and operated generating units or facilities on 
October 30, 1998 and consumed self-generated electricity 
generated by those generating units or facilities at any time 
after December 31, 1988 and before October 31, 1998, or 

acquired before the end of the year part or all of an exemp- 

tion account from a self-generating user who was entitled 
to it; and

(b) the self-generating user is not entitled to claim an exemption 
for the year under section 4. 


(3) Except as provided in subsection (4), the number of kilowatt 
hours of electricity in a self-generating user’s exemption account at 
the end of a year is the number of kilowatt hours, if any, determined

A+B-C 
in which, 


“A” is the average number of kilowatt hours per year of self- 


generated electricity consumed by the self-generating user, 


(a) that was generated by generating units or facilities that 
were owned or operated by the self-generating user on

(1) any five calendar years in the period commencing on 
January |, 1989 and ending on December 31, 1998, if 
the self-generating user consumed self-generated 
electricity during five or more calendar years in that 
period, or 


during the period commencing on January 1, 1989 
and ending on December 31, 1998, if the self- 
generating user consumed self-generated electricity 
during fewer than five calendar years in that period,

is the number of kilowatt hours of electricity from the exemp-

(4) For the year in which subsection 26 (1) of the Act comes into 
force, the number of kilowatt hours determined as “A” in subsection 
(3) must be reduced to the amount determined by multiplying the 
number of days in the year on which subsection 26 (1) of the Act is in 
force by the quotient determined by dividing the number of kilowatt 
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hours that would otherwise be determined under subsection (3) as “A” 
by 365. 


Determining the amount of electricity 

6. (1) For the purposes of sections 2 and 3, the amount of electric- 
ity consumed in a period by a user that is not self-generated electricity 
is determined in accordance with the Board’s Retail Settlement Code 
without any adjustment for total losses, as defined in that Code. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the amount of electricity consumed in a 
period by a user in respect of whom the IMO is the collector is the 
amount of electricity withdrawn during the period by the user from 
the IMO-controlled grid, as determined under the market rules. 


(3) Upon the written request of the user or the Minister, the person 
making a determination in a manner described in subsection (1) or (2) 
shall provide to the user or the Minister, as the case may be, a written 
explanation of the basis on which the determination was made and 
details of the calculations used in the determination.

(4) For the purposes of sections 2 and 5, the amount of self- 
generated electricity consumed by a self-generating user in a period is 
calculated using the formula, 


D-E-F 
in which, 


“D” is the total amount of electricity the self-generating user gener- 
ated in the period, 


“E” is the total amount of electricity the self-generating user gener- 
ated in the period and sold to another entity, and 


“F° is the total amount of exempt self-generated electricity gener- 
ated in the period and consumed by the self-generating user or 
by another person at the expense of the self-generating user. 


(5) Ifa self-generating user cannot prove to the satisfaction of the 
Minister that it sold to another entity electricity that it generated, the 
self-generating user shall be considered to have consumed the elec- 
tricity. 


Transfer of exemption account of self-generating user 

7. (1) A self-generating user may transfer all or part of its exemp- 
tion account to a person to whom the self-generating user transfers 
ownership of generating units or facilities if, 


(a) the generating units or facilities were owned and operated on 
October 30, 1998 by a self-generating user who consumed self- 
generated electricity generated by those generating units or 
facilities at any time after December 31, 1988 and before 
October 31, 1998: and 


(b) the generating units or facilities were not owned at any time 
after October 30, 1998 and before the day of the transfer by 


any owner who was not a self-generating user. 


(2) The maximum amount of the exemption account that may be 
transferred under subsection (1) is the amount that is reasonably 
related to the generating units or facilities transferred. 


(3) Despite subsection (1), a transfer of part or all of an exemption 
account does not take effect unless the following conditions are satis- 
fied: 


1. Both the transferor and the transferee are registered under sub- 
section 85.4 (1) of the Act. 


. The transferor and the transferee are not in default in respect of 
any obligation either of them may have to pay, collect or remit 
debt retirement charges. 


. The transferor and the transferee have applied for and received 
the Minister’s written consent in respect of the calculation of 
the amount of the exemption to be transferred and any alloca- 
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tion of that amount between the transferor and the transferee 
for the year in which the transfer occurs. 


(4) The effective date of a transfer of part or all of an exemption 
account is the date specified by the Minister in the consent referred to 
in paragraph 3 of subsection (3).

ment Code. 


(4) Every retailer described in section 2 shall collect a debt retire- 
ment charge from every entity to whom it sells or supplies electricity. 


(5) Despite subsection (4), if a distributor described in section 2 
invoices an entity under distributor-consolidated billing or split billing 
under the Retail Settlement Code, the distributor and not the retailer 
shall collect the debt retirement charge from the entity in respect of 
the electricity.

Time of payment 
7. A collector shall collect and a user shall pay a debt retirement 
charge for a billing period on the day that is the earliest of, 


(a) the date of the collector’s invoice to the user for the billing 
period; 

(b) the day on which the collector issues an invoice to the user for 

the billing period; 


(c) the day the collector would normally be expected to issue an 
invoice to the user for the billing period, if there is undue delay 
in issuing the invoice; 

(d) the day on which the user is required to pay the amount owing 


to the collector for the billing period; or 


(e) the day on which the user pays an amount to the collector for 


the billing period. 


Invoice requirements 

8. Unless otherwise authorized by the Minister, every collector, 
other than the IMO, shall set out the following information on every 
invoice for a billing period issued to a user who is liable to pay a debt 
retirement charge to the collector for the period: 


1. The amount of the debt retirement charge for the period that is 
payable by the user, clearly labelled as the debt retirement 
charge. 


2. The following statement: “The debt retirement charge pays 
down the debt of the former Ontario Hydro”. 


Exemption certificate 


9. (1) No entity shall issue an exemption certificate except as 
permitted under subsection (2). 


(2) The following entities may issue an exemption certificate to a 
collector in respect of electricity sold or supplied by the collector to 
the entity: 


1. A band, within the meaning of the Indian Act (Canada), if the 
electricity will be consumed by the band ona reserve. 
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2. An entity, other than an individual, who is exempt from retail 
sales tax under subsection 7 (5) of the Retail Sales Tax Act, if 
the electricity will be consumed by the entity. 


3. A collector who is registered under section 3. 
4. A self-generating user who is registered under section 4 if, 


i. the self-generating user does not generate electricity pri- 
marily for sale to another user, 


ii. the collector is the IMO, 


ili. the self-generating user is entitled to an exemption in 
respect of part or all of its self-generated electricity, and 


iv. the self-generating user is a market participant under the 
market rules, with both a registered generation facility and 
a registered load facility, as defined in the market rules. 


5. An entity authorized in writing by the Minister to issue an 
exemption certificate in respect of electricity described in the 
authorization. 


(3) Subsection (2) applies with necessary modifications if the 
collector is the IMO. 


(4) Every exemption certificate must include the following: 


1. The name and address of the entity to whom the certificate 
applies. 


NO 


The entity’s registration number, if the entity is a collector 
registered under section 3 or a self-generating user registered 
under section 4. 


3. A statement setting out the basis on which the entity is claim- 
ing an exemption from the obligation to pay debt retirement 
charges. 


4. The date of issue of the certificate by the entity and, if it is 
different, the effective date of the certificate. 


5. The name and signature of the individual who Is the entity or is 
authorized by the entity to issue the certificate on behalf of the 
entity. 


6. A statement by the individual mentioned in paragraph 5, certi- 
fying that the contents of the certificate are complete and accu- 
rate. 


7. If the certificate is issued to the IMO, a list of the delivery 
points under the market rules in respect of which the exemp- 
tion certificate applies. 


(5) An exemption certificate remains in effect for the purposes of 
determining the obligations under this Part of the collector to whom it 
is given until, 


(a) it is withdrawn or revoked in writing by the entity that issued 
it; or 


(b) the collector is advised in writing by the Minister that the Min- 
ister has cancelled the certificate. 


PART IV 
PAYMENT OF SELF-ASSESSED DEBT 
RETIREMENT CHARGE 


Self-assessed debt retirement charge 

10. (1) Every collector shall determine the amount of the debt 
retirement charge payable by it in respect of its own consumption of 
electricity during a period and shall pay that amount directly to the 
Financial Corporation, to the extent that the collector does not pay the 
debt retirement charge to another collector. 
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(2) A self-generating user who is not a collector shall determine 
the amount of the debt retirement charge payable by it during a period 
in respect of, 


(a) the amount of self-generated electricity consumed during the 
period; and 


(b) the amount of electricity that it consumed during the period, 
other than self-generated electricity, exempt self-generated 
electricity and electricity in respect of which it paid the debt 
retirement charge to a collector. 


(3) A self-generating user referred to in subsection (2) shall pay 
the amount of its debt retirement charge for a period directly to the 
Financial Corporation, to the extent that it has not paid the debt 
retirement charge to a collector. 


PART V 
REQUIREMENT TO METER ELECTRICITY 
CONSUMPTION 


Requirement to meter electricity 

11. (1) Except as permitted by the Minister, every self-generating 
user shall measure the consumption of self-generated electricity after 
the day subsection 26 (1) of the Act comes into force by means of a 
meter that would satisfy the requirements for a meter to be used for 
the purpose of obtaining the basis for a charge for electricity under the 
Electricity and Gas Inspection Act (Canada) and the regulations made 
under that Act. 


(2) Except as permitted by the Minister, every collector shall 
measure its own consumption of electricity after the day subsection 
26 (1) of the Act comes into force by means of a meter described in 
subsection (1). 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply to electricity in respect of which 
the collector pays an amount as a debt retirement charge to another 
collector. 


PART VI 
RETURNS, REMITTANCES AND RECORDS 


Returns and remittances 

12. (1) On or before the 18th day of each month, commencing 
with the month after the month in which subsection 26 (1) of the Act 
comes into force, every collector other than the IMO shall, 


(a) deliver a return to the Minister, using a form provided or 
approved by the Minister; 


remit to the Financial Corporation the amount of all debt 
retirement charges required to be collected by the collector 
during the prior month; and 


pay to the Financial Corporation the amount of the debt retire- 
ment charge, if any, payable by the collector in respect of its 
own consumption during the prior month, to the extent the col- 
lector has not paid the debt retirement charge to another collec- 
tor. 


(2) On or before the 22nd day of each month, commencing with 
the month after the month in which subsection 26 (1) of the Act 
comes into force, the IMO shall, 


(a) deliver a return to the Minister, using a form provided or 
approved by the Minister; 


remit to the Financial Corporation the amount of all debt 
retirement charges required to be collected by the [MO during 
the month; and 


(b) 


pay to the Financial Corporation the amount of the debt retire- 
ment charge, if any, payable by the IMO in respect of its own 
consumption during the prior month, to the extent the IMO has 
not paid the debt retirement charge to another collector. 


(Cc) 


Ly 


(3) On or before the 18th day of each month, commencing with the 
month after the month in which subsection 26 (1) of the Act comes 
into force, every self-generating user who is not a collector shall, 


(a) deliver a return to the Minister, using a form provided or 
approved by the Minister; and 


(b) pay to the Financial Corporation the amount of the debt retire- 
ment charge, if any, payable by it in respect of, 


(1) the amount of self-generated electricity consumed during 
the prior month, and 


(11) the amount of electricity that it consumed during the prior 
month, other than self-generated electricity, exempt self- 
generated electricity and electricity in respect of which it 
paid the debt retirement charge to a collector. 


(4) With the prior written consent of the Minister, a collector or 
self-generating user may deliver returns and make remittances and 
payments on the following basis in the following circumstances, until 
the consent of the Minister is revoked in writing: 


I.. Every six months in the calendar year, by delivering the return 
and remitting and paying the debt retirement charges for each 
six-month period on or before the 18th day of the month fol- 
lowing the end of the six-month period, if the Minister is satis- 
fied that the total of all debt retirement charges required to be 
remitted or paid by the collector or self-generating user for the 
calendar year is not reasonably likely to exceed $6,000. 


Every three months in the calendar year, by delivering the 
return and remitting and paying the debt retirement charges for 
each three-month period on or before the 18th day of the month 
following the end of the three-month period, if the Minister is 
satisfied that the total of all debt retirement charges required to 
be remitted or paid by the collector or self-generating user for 
the calendar year is reasonably likely to exceed $6,000, but is 
not reasonably likely to exceed $12,000. 


(5) Despite subsections (1), (3) and (4), if the Minister is satisfied 
that the total of all debt retirement charges required to be collected or 
paid by a collector or self-generating user is nil for a calendar year, 
the Minister may consent in writing to the collector or self-generating 
user delivering one return to the Minister for the year, on or before 
January 18 of the following year, using a form provided or approved 
by the Minister. 


(6) Immediately on the occurrence of the following, a collector or 
self-generating user shall notify the Minister of the change in the 
amount of debt retirement charges it is liable to collect or pay for a 
calendar year: 


1. The collector or self-generating user becomes liable to collect 
or pay a debt retirement charge in the year, if the collector or 
self-generating user is permitted to deliver one return for the 
year under subsection (5). 


. The total amount of debt retirement charges collected or paid 
by the collector or self-generating user during the year exceeds 
$6,000, if the collector or self-generating user is permitted to 
deliver returns in accordance with paragraph 1 of subsec- 
tion (4). 


. The total amount of debt retirement charges collected or paid 
by the collector or self-generating user during the year exceeds 
$12,000, if the collector or self-generating user is permitted to 
deliver returns in accordance with paragraph 2 of subsec- 
tion (4). 


(7) The Minister may extend the date by which returns must be 
delivered and debt retirement charges must be remitted and paid, and 
any extension may apply to one or more collectors or self-generating 
users, as specified by the Minister. 
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(8) With the written consent of the Minister, a collector or self- 
generating user may deliver separate returns and make separate remit- 
tances and payments of debt retirement charges, if it has more than 
one place of business. 


(9) A collector or self-generating user who is permitted to deliver 
separate returns and make separate remittances and payments shall 
continue to do so until directed otherwise by the Minister. 


(10) Every collector and self-generating user shall deliver to the 
Minister such additional returns as the Minister may demand, by the 
day specified by the Minister in the demand. 


(11) An additional return under subsection (10) must contain such 
information and pertain to such time period as the Minister specifies 
in the demand. 


(12) Every collector and self-generating user shall make such 
additional remittances and payments of debt retirement charges as the 
Minister may demand, by the day specified by the Minister in the 
demand. 


Records, collectors 
13. (1) Every collector who is not a self-generating user shall keep 
records that include the following: 


1. Details of all purchases and acquisitions of electricity by the 
collector, including, 


i. the amounts of electricity purchased and acquired, 


the entities from whom the collector purchased or acquired 
electricity, and 


il. 


the amounts of debt retirement charges, if any, paid by the 
collector to other collectors or the Financial Corporation in 
respect of the electricity it purchased or acquired. 


lil. 


Details of all transactions in which the collector sold or sup- 
plied electricity to another entity, including, 


i. the names and addresses of all entities to whom the collec- 
tor sold or supplied electricity, 


. the amount of electricity sold or supplied to each entity, 


i. the amount of the debt retirement charge collected from 
each entity to whom the collector sold or supplied electric- 
ity, and 


the amount of the debt retirement charge remitted to the 
Financial Corporation in respect of electricity it sold or 
supplied to another entity. 


. The amounts of electricity consumed by the collector and the 
debt retirement charges, if any, the collector paid to another 
collector or the Financial Corporation in respect of electricity it 
consumed. 


(2) The provisions of subsection (1) apply, with necessary modifi- 
cations, if the collector is the IMO. 


Records, self-generating users 
14. (1) Subject to subsection (2), every self-generating user shall 
keep records that include the following: 


1. Details of all purchases and acquisitions of electricity by the 
self-generating user, including, 


i, the amounts of electricity purchased and acquired, 


ii. the entities from whom the self-generating user purchased 


or acquired electricity, and 


the amount of debt retirement charges, if any, paid by the 
self-generating user to a collector or the Financial Corpora- 
tion in respect of the electricity it purchased or acquired. 


ill. 
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Details of all electricity the self-generating user consumed, 
sold or supplied, including, 


i. the amount of electricity generated by the self-generating 
user, 


ii. the amount of self-generated electricity consumed by the 
self-generating user and by other persons at its expense, 


the amount of electricity, other than self-generated electric- 
ity or exempt self-generated electricity, consumed by the 
self-generating user, 


lil. 


the amount of debt retirement charges paid to the Financial 
Corporation by the self-generating user in respect of self- 
generated electricity, 


1V. 


. the names and addresses of entities to whom the self- 
generating user sold or supplied electricity, 


i. the amount of electricity sold or supplied to each entity, 


ii. the amount of the debt retirement charges collected from 
each entity to whom the self-generating user sold or sup- 
plied electricity, and 

viii. the amount of debt retirement charges remitted to the 

Financial Corporation in respect of electricity sold or 

supplied to another entity. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), a self-generating user who generates 
and consumes only exempt self-generated electricity and who does 
not supply electricity to another entity, other than exempt self- 
generated electricity, is required to keep only sufficient records to 
document that it generates and consumes only exempt self-generated 
electricity and that it does not supply electricity to another entity other 
than exempt self-generated electricity that it supplies to the other 
entity at its own expense. 


Location and form of records 

15. (1) Every collector and self-generating user shall keep its 
records at its principal place of business in Ontario in sufficient form 
and containing sufficient information in order that the Minister may 
determine the amounts of debt retirement charges that were required 
to be collected and that were collected, payable, paid or remitted. 


(2) Records may be kept in a form that is a reproduction made by 
any photographic, photostatic, microfilming or other process that 
reproduces an exact copy of the original record, if the entity required 
to keep the records provides reasonable access to any equipment 
required in order to read the reproduced record. 


(3) Records*may be kept by the use of electronic data processing 
media if the entity required to keep the records, 


(a) allows the Minister to conduct reasonable tests on the hardware 
and software comprising the system in order to verify the accu- 
racy of the processing of transactions and the accuracy of data 
processing controls; 


(b) provides full information on all computer programs and 


changes to the programs; and 


maintains an accounting system designed to provide access to 
primary source documents and data containing the transactions 
recorded by the data processing system. 


Destruction of records 

16. (1) The records required by the Act and this Regulation to be 
kept by a collector or self-generating user and all exemption certifi- 
cates received by the collector must not be destroyed until written 
authorization has been obtained from the Minister. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), a collector or self-generating user may 
destroy records if, 
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(a) the records relate to a calendar year that ended not later than 
six years before the start of the year during which the records 
will be destroyed; 

(b) the records are for a period for which all returns required under 

Part V.1 of the Act have been filed and all debt retirement 

charges assessed by the Minister have been paid; 

(c) the records are for a period for which there is no unresolved 

dispute concerning any debt retirement charge payable by the 

entity retaining the records, and for which the time limit for fil- 
ing a Notice of Objection to any assessment or statement of 
disallowance has expired; 


(d) any demand for the production of the records has been met to 


the satisfaction of the Minister; and 


(e€) written notice has not been given by the Minister requiring the 


retention of the records. 


PART VII 
REFUNDS 


Refunds by collector 
17. (1) A collector may make a refund to an entity if the following 
conditions are satisfied: 


1. If the entity was not required to pay a debt retirement charge in 
respect of the consumption of electricity by reason of an 
exemption in a regulation made under clause 86 (1) (f) of the 
Act, the collector may pay a refund to the entity upon receipt of 
the documentation that the entity is required by that regulation 
to provide in order to prove that the entity is exempt from the 
requirement to pay a debt retirement charge. 


in) 


. If an entity provides an exemption certificate to the collector 
that is effective for a period in respect of which the entity paid 
a debt retirement charge to the collector, the collector may 
refund the debt retirement charge. 


3. If a refund 1s payable to an entity for any reason other than an 
exemption described in paragraph | or 2, the collector may 
allow the refund if the collector is satisfied that the entity made 
an overpayment of a debt retirement charge that was caused by 
a clerical error, by an arithmetic error in calculating the amount 
of the required payment, by an inaccurate measurement or 
estimate of electricity consumed or by the use of an incorrect 
rate of debt retirement charge. 


(2) No entity shall make more than one application to a collector 
for a refund of the same overpayment of a debt retirement charge. 


Refund in respect of uncollectible accounts 
18. (1) The Financial Corporation may refund a debt retirement 
charge to a collector if, 


(a) the collector has remitted the debt retirement charge to the 
Financial Corporation; 


(b) the collector shows to the satisfaction of the Minister that the 
debt retirement charge was payable by a user in respect of elec- 
tricity consumed by the user and the user has defaulted in the 
payment to the collector of all or part of the amount payable to 
the collector in respect of the electricity; 


the collector has written off as a bad debt in its books of 
account the unpaid amount owing to the collector in respect of 
the electricity; and 


at the time of the write-off of the unpaid amount as a bad debt, 
the write-off was in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles, as recommended by the Accounting 
Standards Board of the Canadian Institute of Chartered 
Accountants and as set out in the CICA Handbook. 
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(2) Despite subsection (1), no refund shall be made to a collector 
under this section in respect of an unpaid amount if, 


(a) the collector fails to claim the refund within four years from 
the end of the collector’s fiscal year in which it wrote off the 
unpaid amount as a bad debt; 


(b) the collector and the user were not dealing at arm’s length at 
the time the user consumed the electricity or at the time the 
collector wrote off the unpaid amount as a bad debt; 


(c) the collector is entitled to offset the unpaid amount against an 
amount payable by the collector to the user; 


(d) the collector has assigned, without recourse and for 
consideration, other than for security purposes, part or all of 
the unpaid amount, whether or not the assignee and the 
collector are related persons for the purposes of the /ncome Tax 
Act (Canada); or 


(e) the payment for the electricity was made through the use of a 
credit card that was not issued by the collector or a corporation 
that 1s associated with the collector within the meaning of sec- 
tion 256 of the /ncome Tax Act (Canada). 


(3) In this section, a collector shall not be considered to deal with a 
user at arm’s length if the collector and user would not be considered 
to deal with each other at arm’s length for the purposes of the /ncome 
Tax Act (Canada). 


(4) The amount of a debt retirement charge that may be refunded 
to a collector under this section in respect of an unpaid amount shall 
be calculated using the formula, 


Ax B/C 
in which, 


“A” is the amount of the debt retirement charge remitted by the 
collector with respect to the electricity consumed by the user, 


“B” is the amount by which the unpaid amount in respect of the 
electricity exceeds the sum of all interest, finance, carrying, 
collection or similar charges imposed by the collector with 
respect to the electricity consumed by the user and all amounts 
received by the collector on the realization of any security 
given to secure the unpaid amount, and 


“C” is the total amount that was payable by the user in respect of 
the electricity, including the amount of the debt retirement 
charge, but excluding the amount of goods and services tax 
imposed by the Government of Canada. 


(5) The following rules apply for the purposes of claiming a refund 
under this section: 


|. The collector may claim only one refund under this section of 
the debt retirement charge relating to an amount of electricity 
consumed by a user. 


bo 


The collector shall claim the refund by deducting the amount 
of the refund from the amount of debt retirement charges the 
collector is required to remit to the Financial Corporation. 


3. The collector shall make only one deduction described in para- 
graph 2 during any 12-month period for all claims for refund 
under this section, unless the collector has obtained the prior 
written consent of the Minister to make more than one deduc- 
tion. 


4. The collector shall retain in its records sufficient information 
and documentation to permit confirmation to the satisfaction of 
the Minister of the correct amount of the refund. 


5. If payment for the electricity was made through the use of a 
credit card issued by the collector or by a corporation referred 
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to in clause (2) (e), but the electricity was not supplied by the 
collector or the corporation, 


i. no part of the amount paid through the credit card shall be 
included in the unpaid amount specified as “B” under sub- 
section (4), and 


il. any payments made on the credit card account shall be 
applied to the earliest indebtedness before determining the 
unpaid amount specified as “B” under subsection (4). 


(6) If a collector subsequently recovers from any entity or through 
any means, other than a refund under this section, any of the unpaid 
amount in respect of which the refund was claimed, the collector shall 
repay to the Financial Corporation, by way of adjustment to the 
amount of debt retirement charges the collector is required to remit, 
the same percentage of any refund made under this section in respect 
of the unpaid amount that the amount recovered is of the amount 
designated as “B” in the formula in subsection (4) in respect of the 
unpaid amount. 


PART VIII 
INTEREST AND FEE 


Prescribed interest 

19. (1) For the purposes of Part V.1 of the Act, the prescribed 
rates of interest shall be determined in accordance with the following 
rules: 


1. A base rate of interest shall be determined for January 1, 2002 
and for each adjustment date after January 1, 2002 and shall be 
equal to the average prime rate on, 


i. October 15 of the previous year, if the adjustment date is 
January 1, 


ii. January 15 of the same year, if the adjustment date is 
April 1, 


ili. April 15 of the same year, if the adjustment date is July 1, 
and 


iv. July 15 of the same year, if the adjustment date is October 
ihe 


NO 


The base rate of interest in effect on a particular date shall be, 


i. the base rate for the particular date, if the particular date is 
an adjustment date, and 


il. the base rate for the last adjustment date before the particu- 
lar date, otherwise. 


3. The prescribed rate of interest payable by an entity under the 
Act in respect of a particular day shall be an annual interest 
rate that is three percentage points higher than the base rate of 
interest in effect on that day. 


4. The prescribed rate of interest to be paid or allowed to an entity 
under the Act in respect of a particular day shall be an annual 
interest rate that is two percentage points lower than the base 
rate of interest in effect for that day. 


5. For an overpayment that results from a decision of the Minister 
or a court on an objection to, or an appeal from, an assessment 
or a statement of disallowance, the prescribed rate of interest to 
be paid or allowed in respect of a particular day is the base rate 
of interest in effect for that day. 


(2) In this section, 
“adjustment date” means January 1, April 1, July 1 or October 1; 


“average prime rate”, on a particular date, means the mean, rounded 
to the nearest whole percentage point, of the annual rates of interest 
announced by each of the Royal Bank of Canada, The Bank of 
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Nova Scotia, the Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce, the Bank 
of Montreal and The Toronto-Dominion Bank to be its prime or 
reference rate of interest in effect on that date for determining 
interest rates on Canadian dollar commercial loans by that bank in 
Canada. 


Additional Fee 

20. For the purposes of subsection 85.14 (4) of the Act, the pre- 
scribed amount of the additional fee is $35 for each payment or remit- 
tance described in that subsection.

8. Information relating to pupil health and safety, including 
whether the school is in compliance with the Building Code 
and the Fire Code and with any requirements under the Health 
Protection and Promotion Act, and whether it has a code of 
conduct for pupils or staff.

ing the name and address of the owner of the uninspected meat;

“Consumer Owned, Not for Sale” on each of the primal cut 
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areas using ink made from non-toxic edible ingredients and in 
letters at least 1.25 centimetres in height. 


(3) Despite subsection (1), a food premise located at the Sioux 
Lookout Meno-Ya-Win Health Centre may have on the premises 
uninspected meat from wild moose, wild duck, wild goose, wild cari- 
bou, wild muskrat, wild rabbit, wild deer, wild beaver, wild elk and 
wild muskox if the animal or bird was killed in the course of hunting 
and if the following conditions are met:

(3) If a notice is submitted under clause (1) (b), the owner of the 
water treatment or distribution system shall ensure that, not later than 
30 days after the date the owner is required, pursuant to subsection 4 
(9), to comply with section 4, a professional engineer submits a report 
to the Director, and to the interested authority for each designated 
facility served by the system, that complies with subsection (5). 


(4) If a water treatment or distribution system is established, 
altered, extended or replaced on or after December 19, 2001, the 
owner of the system shall ensure that, not later than 30 days after the 
system first commences operation after the establishment, alteration, 
extension or replacement, a professional engineer submits a report to 
the Director, and to the interested authority for each designated 
facility served by the system, that complies with subsection (5). 


(5) For the purposes of clause (1) (a) and subsections (3) and (4), a 
report complies with this subsection if the professional engineer who 
submits the report certifies in the report that he or she has visited the 
water treatment or distribution system and that, in his or her opinion, 


(a) section 4 is being complied with; and 


(b) all equipment required in order to ensure compliance with 
section 7 is being provided. 


(6) Subsection (3) does not apply if, before the date the report is 
required to be submitted under that subsection, a report is submitted to 
the Director under subsection (4) in respect of the water treatment or 
distribution system. 


(7) This section does not apply in respect of a water treatment or 
distribution system that includes a water works for which an approval 
is in force. 


(8) The provisions of this section that require a report or notice to 
be submitted to the interested authority for a designated facility do not 
apply to a designated facility that is, 


(a) a private school; or 


(b) a commercially operated residence for seniors or retired per- 
sons, or any other similar commercially operated residence, 
where attainment of a mature age is a factor in being accepted 
for occupancy. 
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Schools, private schools and day nurseries, weekly flushing 

6. (1) If a water treatment or distribution system serves a school, 
private school or day nursery, the operator of the school, private 
school or day nursery shall ensure that, 


(a) the plumbing is flushed on the first day that the school, private 
school or day nursery is open each week; and 


(b) the flushing required by clause (a) continues until the tempera- 
ture of the water stabilizes and is completed before the school, 
private school or day nursery opens for the day. 


(2) The operator of a school, private school or day nursery to 
which subsection (1) applies shall ensure that a record is made of the 
date and time of every flushing required by clause (1) (a) and the 
name of the person who performed the flushing. 


Periodic checks 

7. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that all water treatment equipment is checked at least once 
each week by a trained person to confirm proper functioning and that, 
for each check, a record is made of the date and time of the check, the 
name of the person who performed the check and the results of the 
check. 


(2) Subject to subsection (5), if chlorination equipment described 
in clause 4 (2) (a), 4 (3) (a) or 4 (6) (a) is used in a water treatment or 
distribution system that serves a designated facility, the owner of the 
system shall ensure that, 


(a) a water sample is taken at least once every day from the water 
distribution system or plumbing that serves the designated 
facility; 


the sample is tested immediately for free chlorine residual by a 
trained person using an electronic direct readout colourimetric 
or amperometric chlorine analyzer or a device described in 
subsection (3); and 


(c) arecord is made of the date and time the sample was tested, the 
name of the person who performed the test and the results of 


the test. 


(3) A device other than an electronic direct readout colourimetric 
or amperometric chlorine analyzer may be used to perform tests under 
clause (2) (b) if, based on an inspection of the device and on a review 
of relevant records and documentation, a professional engineer certi- 
fies in writing that it is equivalent to or better than an electronic direct 
readout colourimetric or amperometric chlorine analyser for perform- 
ing those tests, having regard to accuracy, reliability and ease of use. 


(4) Subject to subsection (5), if filtration is used in a water treat- 
ment or distribution system, the owner of the system shall ensure that, 


(a) a sample of water that has not been disinfected is taken at least 
once every day from a point in the water treatment or distribu- 
tion system where all filtration has been completed; 


(b) the sample is tested immediately for turbidity by a trained 
person using a turbidity meter that measures turbidity in 


Nephelometric Turbidity Units (NTU); and 


a record is made of the date and time the sample was tested, the 
name of the person who performed the test and the results of 
the test. 


(5) An owner of a water treatment or distribution system who is 
required to comply with subsection (2) or (4) may instead sample and 
test water using automated sampling and testing equipment if the 
following requirements are met: 


1. The automated equipment must take water samples at least as 
often as samples would otherwise be taken under subsection 
(2) or (4), as the case may be. 
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i) 


. The water samples must be taken from locations from which 
samples would otherwise be taken under subsection (2) or (4), 
as the case may be. 


. The automated equipment must test the water samples, imme- 
diately after they are taken, for free chlorine residual or turbid- 
ity, as the case may be, using an analyzer or device referred to 
in clause (2) (b) or a meter referred to in clause (4) (b), as the 
case may be. 


If any of the following circumstances arise, the automated 
equipment must cause an alarm to sound at a location where a 
person designated by the owner for the purpose of paragraph 8 
is available at all times to hear the alarm: 


i. A test of free chlorine residual under paragraph 3 shows a 
concentration of less than 0.05 milligrams per litre. 

il. A test of turbidity under paragraph 3 shows a level of more 

than 1.0 Nephelometric Turbidity Units (NTU). 


ili. The automated equipment malfunctions or loses power. 


. The automated equipment must also cause an alarm to sound at 
each designated facility served by the water treatment or distri- 
bution system, if any of the circumstances described in para- 
graph 4 arise. 


The automated equipment must record the date, time and 
results of every test performed under paragraph 3 and must 
transmit the record to a location where a person designated by 
the owner for the purpose of paragraph 8 will examine the 
record. 


The record made of a test under paragraph 3 must be examined 
on the day of the test by a person designated by the owner for 
the purpose of paragraph 8. 


A person designated by the owner for the purpose of this para- 
graph must promptly dispatch a trained person to the water 
treatment or distribution system if an alarm sounds under para- 
graph 4, a record of a test result indicates that an alarm should 
have sounded, or a record of a test result is not available for 
examination when it would normally have been expected to be 
available. 


A trained person must arrive at the water treatment or 
distribution system within four hours after being dispatched 
under paragraph 8, unless water use has ceased at all 
designated facilities served by the water treatment or 
distribution system. 


(6) If the only designated facilities the water treatment or distribu- 
tion system serves are schools, private schools and day nurseries, 
subsections (2) and (4) and paragraph 7 of subsection (5) apply only 
on days when a school, private school or day nursery is open. 


(7) Until the date that the owner of the water treatment or distribu- 
tion system is required to comply with section 4, the references in this 
section to trained persons shall be deemed to be references to any 
person. 


Sampling and analysis for microbiological parameters 
8. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system that 
serves a designated facility shall ensure that, 


(a) a water sample is taken, at least once every two weeks or, if 
chlorination is not used, at least once every week, from the 
water distribution system or plumbing that serves the 
designated facility; and 


(b) the sample is analyzed for, 
(i) total coliforms, 


(ii) Escherichia coli or fecal coliforms, and 
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(iil) heterotrophic plate count. 


(2) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that, 


(a) a water sample is taken at least once every month from the 
water treatment or distribution system’s water source, before 
any treatment is applied to the water sample; and 


(b) the sample ts analyzed for, 
(i) total coliforms, and 
(11) Escherichia coli or fecal coliforms. 


(3) If the water treatment or distribution system’s water source is 
ground water, a sample shall be taken under subsection (2) from each 
well in the system. 


(4) If, for a period of 24 consecutive months, analytical results 
obtained under clause (1) (b) never disclose an indicator of adverse 
water quality described in paragraph 2, 3 or 4 of Schedule 1, the 
owner of the water treatment or distribution system may reduce the 
sampling frequency under clause (1) (a) so that samples are taken at 
least once every four weeks or, if chlorination is not used, at least 
once every two weeks, instead of with the sampling frequency 
referred to in clause (1) (a). 


(5) Subsection (4) ceases to apply if, for any period of 24 consecu- 
tive months, analytical results obtained under clause (1) (b) disclose 
an indicator of adverse water quality described in paragraph 2, 3 or 4 
of Schedule | on two or more occasions. 


(6) If the only designated facility served by a water treatment or 
distribution system operates on a seasonal basis, sampling under sub- 
sections (1) and (2) is required only for the operating season, but the 
first sample taken under each subsection must be taken at a time that 
will ensure that analytical results will be received before the operating 
season begins. 


(7) This section prevails over an approval granted before Decem- 
ber 19, 2001 that provides for less stringent sampling or analysis. 


(8) If the water treatment or distribution system uses disinfection 
equipment described in clause 4 (2) (b) or filtration and disinfection 
equipment described in clause 4 (3) (b), the system shall be deemed, 
for the purpose of clause (1) (a) and subsection (4), not to use chlori- 
nation. 


(9) This section does not apply until the 60th day after December 
19, 2001. 


Sampling and analysis for chemical parameters 
9. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system that 
serves a designated facility shall ensure that, 


(a) a water sample is taken at least once every 60 months from the 
water distribution system or plumbing that serves the desig- 
nated facility; and 


(b) every sample taken under clause (a) is analyzed for every 
parameter set out in Schedule 2. 


(2) Subsection (1) prevails over an approval granted before 
December 19, 2001 that provides for less stringent sampling or 
analysis. 


(3) If a water treatment or distribution system commenced opera- 
tion before December 19, 2001, the first sample taken under clause 
(1) (a) shall be taken not later than, 


(a) the 90th day after December 19, 2001, if the water treatment or 
distribution system serves a school; 
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(b) the 180th day after December 19, 2001, if the water treatment 
or distribution system serves a health care facility or delivery 
agent care facility but does not serve a school; or 


(c) the 270th day after December 19, 2001, if the water treatment 
or distribution system does not serve a health care facility, 
delivery agent care facility or school. 


(4) If a water treatment or distribution system commences opera- 
tion on or after December 19, 2001, the first sample taken under 
clause (1) (a) shall be taken not later than three months after the sys- 
tem commences operations. 


Analysis of samples 

10. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that analysis of a water sample required under section 8 or 9 
for a parameter is carried out in accordance with the following: 


1. The analysis must be carried out by an accredited laboratory 
for that parameter.

If the laboratory that does the analysis is located outside 
Ontario, 


i. the laboratory must be provided with a copy of this Regu- 
lation, and 


ii. the laboratory must agree to comply with the requirements 
of subsection (2) and subsection 11 (2). 


(2) A laboratory shall, within 14 days after carrying out the analy- 
sis of a water sample required under section 8 or 9, prepare a report of 
the results of the analysis and send a copy of the report to the owner 
of the water treatment or distribution system and to the Director. 


(3) If analysis of a water sample for a parameter is required by 
section 8 or 9, the owner of the water treatment or distribution system 
shall ensure that written notice of the identity of the laboratory that 
will carry out the analysis is delivered to the Director at least three 
working days before the sample is analyzed, unless the Director has 
previously been notified under this subsection that a water sample 
from the water treatment or distribution system will be analyzed for 
that parameter by that laboratory. 


Notice of problems 
11. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that notice 1s given in accordance with this section if, 


(a) a sample of water that has been treated or is otherwise ready 
for human consumption is analyzed by a laboratory and the 
result, 


(1) is an indicator of adverse water quality described in 
Schedule 1, or 


(11) shows that a parameter exceeds the Maximum Acceptable 
Concentration (MAC) or Interim Maximum Acceptable 
Concentration (IMAC) set out for the parameter in Sched- 
ule 2; or 


(b) other observations disclose an indicator of adverse water qual- 
ity described in Schedule 1. 


(2) In addition to the obligation of the owner under subsection (1) 
to ensure that notice is given in accordance with this section, a 
laboratory shall give notice in accordance with this section and shall 
immediately advise the owner if an analysis carried out by the 
laboratory of a sample of water that has been treated or is otherwise 
ready for human consumption, 


(a) is an indicator of adverse water quality described in Sched- 
ule 1; or 


(b) shows that a parameter exceeds the Maximum Acceptable 
Concentration (MAC) or Interim Maximum Acceptable Con- 
centration (IMAC) set out for the parameter in Schedule 2. 
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(3) Notice under this section must be given immediately to, 


the medical officer of health for the health unit in which the 
water treatment or distribution system is located; 


(a) 


(b) the Ministry; and 


(c) the operator of each designated facility served by the water 
treatment or distribution system, if the owner of the water 
treatment or distribution system is not the operator of the des- 


ignated facility. 


(4) Clause (3) (c) does not apply to a notice given by a laboratory 
under subsection (2). 


(5) The immediate notice required by subsection (3) must be given 
by speaking in person or by telephone with a person referred to in 
subsection (6). 


(6) For the purpose of subsection (5), the immediate notice 
required by subsection (3) must be given, 


(a) to a medical officer of health, by speaking with a person at the 
office of the medical officer of health or, if the office is closed, 
by speaking with a person at the on-call system of the health 
unit; 

(b) to the Ministry, by speaking with a person at the Ministry’s 

Spills Action Centre; and 


to the operator of a designated facility, by speaking with a 
responsible individual at the facility. 


(C) 


(7) If a school, private school or day nursery is closed at a time 
when subsection (3) requires notice to be given to the operator of the 
school, private school or day nursery, the notice must be given not 
later than the time that the school, private school or day nursery 
re-opens. 


(8) Within 24 hours after giving the immediate notice required by 
subsection (3), written notice must be given to, 


(a) the medical officer of health for the health unit in which the 
water treatment or distribution system is located; 


(b) the Ministry; 


(c) the operator of each designated facility served by the water 
treatment or distribution system, if the owner of the water 
treatment or distribution system is not the operator of the des- 


ignated facility; and 


(d) the interested authority for each designated facility served by 


the water treatment or distribution system. 


(9) Clauses (8) (c) and (d) do not apply to a notice given by a labo- 
ratory under subsection (2). 


(10) The written notice required by subsection (8) must be given, 


(a) to a medical officer of health, by delivering the written notice 
to the office of the medical officer of health; 


(b) to the Ministry, by delivering the written notice to the Minis- 
try’s Spills Action Centre; 


(c) to the operator of a designated facility, by delivering the writ- 
ten notice to the facility; and 


(d) to the interested authority for each designated facility served by 
the water treatment or distribution system, by delivering the 
written notice to, 


(1) the minister responsible for the ministry or a person desig- 
nated by the minister, if the interested authority is a minis- 
try, or 
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(11) the head of the interested authority, if the interested author- 
ity is not a ministry. 


(11) A notice given under this section by the owner of a water 
treatment or distribution system must confirm that appropriate correc- 
tive action is being taken. 


(12) If notice is given under this section to the interested authority 
for a designated facility and the issue that gave rise to the notice is 
resolved, the owner shall ensure that, within 30 days, written notice is 
given to the interested authority summarizing the action taken and the 
results that were achieved. 


(13) Clauses (8) (d) and (10) (d) and subsection (12) do not apply 
to a designated facility that is, 


(a) a private school; or 


(b) a commercially operated residence for seniors or retired per- 
sons, or any other similar commercially operated residence, 
where attainment of a mature age is a factor in being accepted 
for occupancy. 


(14) Subsections (1) and (2) do not apply to a sample of water if 
the taking of the sample is not required by this Regulation and the 
water from which the sample is taken is not intended for human con- 
sumption. 


Corrective action 

12. If notice is required under subsection 11 (1) with respect to an 
indicator of adverse water quality described in Schedule 1, the owner 
of the water treatment or distribution system shall ensure that the 
corrective action specified in Schedule | for the relevant indicator is 
taken. 


Posting warning notice 

13. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that a warning notice is posted in accordance with subsection 
(2) if, 


(a) the owner does not comply with the sampling or analysis 
requirements of section 8; or 


(b) notice is required under subclause 11 (1) (a) (i) or clause 
11 (1) (b) and, 


(i) the corrective action specified in Schedule | for the rele- 
vant indicator of adverse water quality is not taken, or 


(11) the corrective action specified in Schedule | for the rele- 
vant indicator of adverse water quality indicates that water 
use be stopped or that water be boiled. 


(2) The warning notice required by this section shall be posted at 
each designated facility served by the water treatment or distribution 
system in a prominent location where it is likely to come to the 
attention of persons who enter the facility, and, if the facility consists 
of more than one building, a copy of the warning notice shall be 
posted in every building that persons other than staff of the facility are 
allowed to enter at a prominent location where it is likely to come to 
the attention of those persons. 


(3) If the owner of a water treatment or distribution system pro- 
vides the operator of a designated facility with a copy of a warning 
notice required by this section, the operator of the facility shall ensure 
that the warning notice is posted at the facility in accordance with 
subsection (2). 


(4) If a warning notice required by this section is not posted at a 
designated facility in accordance with this section, the warning notice 
may be posted by, 


(a) a provincial officer; 


(b) a public health inspector under the Health Protection and Pro- 
motion Act; or 
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(c) an officer or agent of the interested authority for the designated 
facility. 


(5) Clause (4) (c) does not apply to a designated facility that is, 
(a) a private school; or 


(b) a commercially operated residence for seniors or retired per- 
sons, or any other similar commercially operated residence, 
where attainment of a mature age is a factor in being accepted 
for occupancy. 


Information to be available 

14. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that the following information is available at each designated 
facility served by the system, between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. or during 
normal business hours, for inspection without charge by any person 
allowed to enter the facility: 


1. A copy of every report given to the owner by an accredited 
laboratory on the analysis of water samples taken under sec- 
tions 8 and 9.

A copy of every approval and every order or direction under 
the Act that applies to the system and is still in effect, if the 
approval, order or direction was issued after December 19, 
2001. 


3. A copy of every annual report prepared under section 15. 
4. A copy of this Regulation. 


(2) Paragraph | of subsection (1) does not apply to a report until 
the day after it comes into the owner’s possession. 


(3) Paragraphs | and 3 of subsection (1) do not apply to a report 
that is more than two years old. 


(4) If the owner of a water treatment or distribution system pro- 
vides the operator of a designated facility with a copy of the informa- 
tion referred to in subsection (1), the operator of the facility shall 
ensure that the information is available at the facility, between 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. or during normal business hours, for inspection without 
charge by any person allowed to enter the facility. 


Annual report 

15. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that an annual report is prepared in accordance with this sec- 
tion and submitted to the Director, and to the interested authority for 
each designated facility served by the system, on or before, 


(a) September | in each year after 2001, if the system serves a 
school or private school; or 


(b) September | in each year after 2002, if the system does not 
serve a school or private school. 


(2) The annual report must cover the period from August | in the 
previous year to July 31 in the year in which the report is due. 


(3) The annual report must, 


(a) contain a brief description of the water treatment or distribution 
system; 


(b) summarize any reports or notices submitted to the Director 


under section 5 during the period covered by the report; 


summarize the results of tests done under section 7 during the 
period covered by the report; 


(C) 


summarize the results received of analyses of water samples 
taken under section 8 during the period covered by the report; 


summarize the results received of analyses of water samples 
taken under section 9 during the period covered by the report 
or, if no samples were taken under that section during that 


(e) 
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period, summarize the results received of analyses of the most 
recent water samples taken under that section; 


(f) describe any corrective action taken under section 12 during 
the period covered by the report; 


(g) describe any major expenses incurred during the period 
covered by the report to install, repair or replace equipment 
required by section 4. 


(4) The owner of the water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that a copy of an annual report is given, without charge, to 
every person who requests a copy. 


(5) Subsection (4) does not apply to an annual report that is more 
than two years old. 


(6) The owner of the water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that, every time an annual report is prepared, effective steps are 
taken to advise persons allowed to enter each designated facility 
served by the system that copies of the report are available, without 
charge, and of how a copy may be obtained. 


(7) The provisions of this section that require a report to be sub- 
mitted to the interested authority for a designated facility do not apply 
to a designated facility that is, 


(a) a private school; or 


(b) a commercially operated residence for seniors or retired per- 
sons, or any other similar commercially operated residence, 
where attainment of a mature age is a factor in being accepted 
for occupancy. 


Retention of documents and other records 

16. (1) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that the following documents and other records are kept for at 
least five years: 


1. Every notice or report prepared under section 5. 
2. Every record made under section 7. 


3. Every report given to the owner by an accredited laboratory on 
the analysis of water samples taken under section 8. 


4. Every annual report prepared under section 15. 


(2) The owner of a water treatment or distribution system shall 
ensure that every report given to the owner by an accredited labora- 
tory on the analysis of water samples taken under section 9 is kept for 
at least 15 years. 


(3) A laboratory that carries out the analysis of a water sample 
taken under section 8 or 9 shall ensure that the following documents 
and other records are kept for at least five years: 


1. All documents related to the submission, receipt, storage, han- 
dling of the water sample.

. The analytical results, including working papers. 


3. The report of the results of the analysis prepared under section 
10. 


(4) The operator of a school, private school or day nursery shall 
ensure that every record made under subsection 6 (2) is kept for at 
least five years. 


Forms 

17. (1) Where this Regulation requires a written notice, warning 
notice, or report, the notice or report must be in a form provided by or 
approved by the Director. 


(2) The Director may require that a document or other record that 
is submitted under this Regulation be submitted in an electronic for- 
mat specified by the Director. 
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Purpose of notice to interested authorities 

18. The sole purpose of the provisions of this Regulation that 
require notice to be given to interested authorities is to provide 
interested authorities with information relating to compliance with 
this Regulation. 


Schedule 1 
INDICATORS OF ADVERSE WATER QUALITY 
Each of the following is an indicator of adverse water quality: 


1. Water that has not been disinfected is directed to users, if 
disinfection is used or required. (Corrective action: Stop 
water use or bring water to a rapid, rolling boil for at least one 
minute. Restore disinfection immediately. The local Medical 
Officer of Health may give further instructions and may 
authorize resumption of normal use of the water.) 


in) 


Escherichia coli (E. coli) or fecal coliform is detected in any 
required sample of water that has been treated or is otherwise 
ready for human consumption. (Corrective action: Stop water 
use or bring water to a rapid, rolling boil for at least one min- 
ute. Increase the chlorine dose and flush the water distribution 
system and plumbing to ensure a free chlorine residual of at 
least 0.2 mg/L at all points in the affected part(s) of the distri- 
bution system and plumbing. Resample and analyze. Correc- 
tive action should begin immediately. The local Medical Offi- 
cer of Health may give further instructions and may authorize 
resumption of normal use of the water.) 


3. Total coliforms are detected (but Escherichia coli or other fecal 
coliforms are not detected) in any required sample of water that 
has been treated or is otherwise ready for human consumption. 
(Corrective action: Normal use of the water may continue. 
Resample at the same site and analyze. If confirmed to be 
positive, stop water use or bring water to a rapid, rolling boil 
for at least one minute, increase the chlorine dose and flush the 
water distribution system and plumbing to ensure a free 
chlorine residual of at least 0.2 mg/L at all points in the 
affected part(s) of the distribution system and plumbing, and 
call the Medical Officer of Health again and consult. 
Corrective action should begin immediately. The local 
Medical Officer of Health may give further instructions and 
may authorize resumption of normal use of the water.) 


4. More than 500 colonies per millilitre are detected on a hetero- 
trophic plate count analysis (but Escherichia coli or other fecal 
coliforms are not detected) in any required sample of water that 
has been treated or is otherwise ready for human consumption. 
(Corrective action: Normal use of the water may continue. 
Resample at the same site and analyze. If confirmed to be 
positive, stop water use or bring water to a rapid, rolling boil 
for at least one minute and call the local Medical Officer of 
Health again and consult. The local Medical Officer of Health 
may give further instructions and may authorize resumption of 
normal use of the water.) 


5. Sodium concentration exceeds 20 mg/L. The aesthetic objec- 
tive for sodium in drinking water is 200 mg/L, but the local 
Medical Officer of Health must be notified when the sodium 
concentration exceeds 20 mg/L so that this information may be 
communicated to local physicians for their use with patients on 
sodium restricted diets. (Corrective action: Normal use of the 
water may continue. Resample and analyze. On confirmation, 
call the local Medical Officer of Health again.) 


6. A pesticide not listed in Schedule 2 is detected. Drinking 
water should be free of pesticides and every effort should be 
made to prevent pesticides from entering raw water sources. 
Pesticides may be reported by their most common trade name, 
a listing of which, called the Compendium of Scheduled 
Pesticides, is accessible on the Internet through the web site of 
the Ontario ‘Pesticides = Advisory Committee at

THE COUNTY OF DUFFERIN 
TOWN OF SHELBURNE, TOWNSHIP OF MELANCTHON 
DEFINITIONS 
1. In this Order, 


“annexed areas” means the areas comprised of the lands described in the 
Schedules A through D to this Order; 


“Town” means The Corporation of the Town of Shelburne; and 
“Township” means The Corporation of the Township of Melancthon. 
ANNEXATION 


2. (1) On January 1, 2002, the portions of The Corporation of the 
Township of Melancthon described in Schedules A through D are an- 
nexed to The Corporation of the Town of Shelburne. 


(2) All real property including any highway, street fixture, waterline, 
easement and restrictive covenant running with the land of the Town- 
ship located in the annexed areas described in the Schedules vests in the 
Town on January 1, 2002.

TAXES, ETC 


4. (1) All real property taxes under any general or special Act levied 
and uncollected in the annexed areas described in the Schedules which 
are due and unpaid on December 31, 2001, shall be deemed on January 
1, 2002, to be taxes, charges and rates due and payable to the Town and 
may be collected by the Town. 


(2) Prior to March 1, 2002, the clerk of the Township shall prepare 
and furnish to the clerk of the Town a special collector’s roll showing all 
arrears of real property taxes or special rates assessed against the land in 
the annexed areas up to and including December 31, 2001, and the per- 
sons assessed for them. 


(3) On the first day of the month following the month in which the 
real property taxes or special rates are collected up to and including 
December 31, 2001 under subsection (1), the Town shall pay to the Town- 
ship an amount equal to the amount of the real property taxes or special 
rates collected by the Town. 


(4) If the Township has commenced procedures under the Municipal 
Tax Sales Act for the annexed areas in the Schedules and the procedures 
are not completed by January 1, 2002, the Town may continue the proce- 
dures. 


BY-LAWS 
5. (1) On January 1, 2002, the by-laws of the Town extend to the 


annexed areas in the Schedules and the by-laws of the Township cease to 
apply to such areas except, 
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(a) by-laws of the Township, 


(i) that were passed under section 34 or 41 of the Planning Act 
or predecessor of those sections; and 


(ii) that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the Mu- 
nicipal Act that regulate the use of highways by vehicles and 
pedestrians and that regulate the encroachment or projec- 
tion of buildings or any portion thereof upon or over high- 
ways 


which shall remain in force until repealed by the council of the 
Town; 


(b) by-laws of the Township passed under the Development Charges 
Act which shall remain in force until repealed by the council of 
the Town or expire under that Act; 


(c) by-laws of the Township passed under section 45, 58, or 61 of 
the Drainage Act or a predecessor of these sections; 


(d) by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities or 
exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by the 
council of the Township. 


(2) The official plan of the Township, as it applies to the annexed 
areas in the Schedules, and approved under the Planning Act or a pred- 
ecessor of that Act, become an official plan of the Town and shall re- 
main in force until amended or repealed.

1. This Regulation applies with respect to taxes for 2001 and later 
years for school purposes in territory without municipal organization 
that is not deemed to be attached to a municipality for the purposes of 
taxation. 


Interpretation 
2. (1) In this Regulation, 


“assessment” means the assessment of real property made under the 
Assessment Act, according to the last returned assessment roll; 


“assessment corporation” means the Municipal Property Assessment 
Corporation; 


“commercial property class” means the commercial property class 
prescribed under the Assessment Act; 


“industrial property class” means the industrial property class pre- 
scribed under the Assessment Act; 


“levying board” means a board that levies and collects tax rates under 
paragraph 2 or 3 of subsection 257.7 (1) of the Act or under clause 
257.14 (1) (a) or (b) of the Act; 


“multi-residential property class” means the multi-residential property 
class prescribed under the Assessment Act; 


“property class” means a class of real property prescribed under the 
Assessment Act; 


“residential/farm property class” means the residential/farm property 
class prescribed under the Assessment Act; 


“taxation year” means, in respect of taxes for school purposes, the 
year for which the taxes are levied. 


(2) A reference in this Regulation to an action taken by a levying 
board under a provision of the Municipal Act is a reference to the 
action taken by the board under that provision in exercising the same 
powers and duties of a municipality under the authority of subsection 
257.10 (1) of the Act. 


PART II 
PHASE-IN OF 2001 TAX CHANGES IN RESIDENTIAL/FARM 
PROPERTY CLASS 


Definition 
3. In this Part, 


“eligible property” means property or a portion of property classified 
in the residential/farm property class. 


Phase-in of tax changes 

4. (1) The amount of the tax increases and tax decreases from the 
2000 taxation year to the 2001 taxation year on all eligible property in 
territory described in section 1 is subject to phase-in in accordance 
with this section. 


(2) If the total amount of taxes for school purposes for 2001 for an 
eligible property before the application of the phase-in exceeds the 
total amount of taxes for school purposes for 2000 for the property, 
the maximum amount of the tax increase to be phased in is the amount 
of the difference. 


(3) If the total amount of taxes for school purposes for 2000 for an 
eligible property exceeds the total amount of taxes for school pur- 
poses for 2001 for the property, before the application of the phase-in, 
the maximum amount of the tax decrease to be phased in is the 
amount of the difference. 
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(4) For the purposes of this section, the total amount of taxes for 
school purposes for 2000 for an eligible property is the amount deter- 
mined under the following rules: 


1. If paragraphs 2 and 3 do not apply, the amount of the taxes for 
school purposes for 2000 for the property is the amount of 
taxes levied on the property for 2000. 


2. If a supplementary assessment or change in classification was 
made under section 34 of the Assessment Act during 2000, or if 
an assessment or change in classification could have been 
made under section 34 of that Act and the appropriate change 
is made to the assessment roll for taxation in 2001, the amount 
of the taxes for school purposes for 2000 for the property is the 
amount that would have been determined for 2000 if the 
increase in the assessment or change in classification, as the 
case may be, had applied to the property for 2000. 


3. If any taxes for school purposes for 2000 for the property are 
cancelled, reduced or refunded under section 442 of the 
Municipal Act on an application under clause 442 (1) (a), (a.1), 
(c) or (f) of that Act or under section 443 of that Act, 
recalculate the amount of taxes determined under paragraph | 
as if the event that caused the cancellation, reduction or refund 
had occurred on January 1, 2000. 


(5) The following rules apply to the phase-in of a tax increase 
described in subsection (2): 


1. The tax increase is subtracted from the amount of taxes for 
2001 that would be determined before the application of this 
section. 


2. The amount of the increase to be included in the taxes for 
2001, as determined under paragraph 3, is added to the amount 
determined under paragraph 1, to determine the amount of 
taxes payable for 2001. 


3. The amount of the increase to be included in the taxes for 2001 
is the greater of, 


i. 50 per cent of the increase, and 


ii. the lesser of $30 and the amount necessary to fully phase 
in the increase. 


(6) The following rules apply to the phase-in of a tax decrease 
described in subsection (3): 


1. The tax decrease is added to the amount of taxes for 2001 that 
would be determined before the application of this section. 


2. Subject to paragraph 3, the amount of the decrease to be 
phased in for 2001 is the greater of the threshold determined 
under paragraph 4 and 50 per cent of the amount of the 
decrease. 


3. The amount of the decrease phased in for 2001 must not 
exceed the amount necessary to fully phase in the decrease. 


4. The threshold referred to in paragraph 2 is the amount that 
would be determined in order that the total of the decreases 
phased in for 2001 for eligible property in the same locality 
equals the total of the increases phased in for 2001 for all eligi- 
ble property in the same locality. 


Communication 

5. (1) A notice of demand for taxes payable in respect of which 
there is a phase-in under section 4 must indicate the amount of taxes 
that would have been payable without the phase-in, the amount of 
taxes that are payable and the amount of the difference. 


(2) The secretary of the levying board shall maintain a list of the 
2001 tax increases and decreases for the eligible properties in the area 
served by the board. 
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PART III 
TAX DEFERRALS FOR LOW-INCOME SENIORS AND 
PERSONS WITH DISABILITIES — RESIDENTIAL/FARM 
PROPERTY CLASS 


Tax deferral 

6. (1) The owner of a property in the residential/farm property 
class is entitled to a deferral of taxes for a taxation year ending after 
December 31, 2000 if, 


(a) there is a tax increase described in subsection 4 (2) that 
exceeds $30; 


(b) the owner or the owner’s spouse or same-sex partner occupies 
the property as their principal residence on January | of the 
taxation year; 


(c) the owner or the owner’s spouse or same-sex partner is, at any 
time during the taxation year, 


(i) a person who is 65 years of age or older and who receives 
a supplement under Part II of the Old Age Security Act 
(Canada), or 


(ii) a person who receives income support under the Ontario 
Disability Support Program Act, 1997; 


(d) the owner or the owner’s spouse or same-sex partner was 
assessed as the owner of the property on the assessment roll for 
the previous year; 


(e) if the taxation year is after 2001, there was a deferral of taxes 
on the property under this section for the 2001 taxation year; 
and 


(f) a written application for the deferral, together with sufficient 
documentation to establish entitlement to the deferral, is given 
to the secretary of the levying board, 


(i) for the 2001 taxation year, before March 31, 2002, or 


(ii) for a taxation year after 2001, by July 1 of the taxation 
year. 


(2) In this Part, 
“owner” means the person assessed as the owner; 


“same-sex partner” means a person of the same sex with whom the 
person is living outside marriage in a conjugal relationship, if the 
two persons, 


(a) have cohabited for at least one year, 
(b) are together the parents of a child, or 


(c) have together entered into a cohabitation agreement under 
section 53 of the Family Law Act; 


“spouse” means a person of the opposite sex, 
(a) to whom the person is married, or 


(b) with whom the person is living outside marriage in a conjugal 
relationship, if the two persons, 


(i) have cohabited for at least one year, 
(ii) are together the parents of a child, or 


(iii) have together entered into a cohabitation agreement under 
section 53 of the Family Law Act. 


(3) The amount of the tax deferral for the 2001 taxation year is the 
amount by which the tax increase in respect of the property, as deter- 
mined under subsection 4 (2), exceeds the amount of the increase that 
is not phased in under section 4 before 2002. 
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(4) For every year after 2001, the amount of the tax deferral is the 
amount of the tax increase from the previous taxation year. 


(5) Despite subsections (3) and (4), the amount of the tax deferral 
for a taxation year shall not exceed the amount by which 75 per cent 
of the assessed value of the property exceeds the sum of, 


the total taxes deferred in previous years under this section or 
section 7 of Ontario Regulation 509/98; and 


(a 


— 


(b) the interest on amounts deferred under section 7 of Ontario 
Regulation 509/98. 


(6) All amounts deferred under this section become due, 
(a) upon the death of the owner, subject to subsection (7); 
(b) upon the transfer of the property; or 


(c) on July 1 of the first year for which the owner is not entitled to 
a deferral of taxes, subject to subsections (8) and (9). 


(7) If the owner dies but the owner’s spouse or same-sex partner is 
still alive, the amounts that are deferred are not due as long as, 


(a) the spouse or same-sex partner is alive; 


(b) the property is the spouse’s or same-sex partner’s principal 
residence; and 


(c) the property is not transferred, other than to the spouse or 
same-sex partner. 


(8) If the owner’s spouse or same-sex partner dies and, but for the 
spouse’s or Same-sex partner’s death, the owner would be entitled to a 
deferral of taxes if an application was made in accordance with clause 
(1) (f), the amounts that are deferred are not due as long as, 


(a) the owner is alive; 
(b) the property is the owner’s principal residence; and 
(c) the property is not transferred. 


(9) If the owner would have been entitled to a deferral of taxes in 
the taxation year if an application had been made in accordance with 
clause (1) (f), but an application was not made, the amounts already 
deferred are not due if the owner gives to the secretary of the levying 
board by July | of the taxation year: 


1. A written application to continue the deferral of the amounts 
already deferred. 


2. Sufficient documentation to establish entitlement to a deferral 
of taxes in the taxation year. 


(10) Section 382 of the Municipal Act applies, with necessary 
modifications, with respect to taxes deferred under this section. 


PART IV 
REBATES TO CHARITIES — COMMERCIAL AND 
INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY CLASSES 


Rebate to eligible charity 

7. (1) An eligible charity is entitled to a rebate of taxes for school 
purposes for the 2001 and subsequent taxation years on property the 
charity occupies if, 


(a) the property is in the commercial property class or the indus- 
trial property class; and 


(b) a written application for the rebate, together with sufficient 
documentation to establish eligibility for the rebate, is given to 
the secretary of the levying board, 
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(i) for the 2001 taxation year, on or before March 31, 2002, or 


(ii) for the 2002 or a subsequent taxation year, on or before 
June | of the taxation year. 


(2) In this Part, 


“eligible charity” means a registered charity as defined in subsection 
248 (1) of the Income Tax Act (Canada) that has a valid registration 
number issued by the Canada Customs and Revenue Agency. 


(3) The amount of the rebate to which an eligible charity is entitled 
for a year under this section is, 


(a) the total of all amounts paid by the eligible charity for the year 
under section 444.1 of the Municipal Act, as made applicable 
by section 8, if the charity is required to pay an amount under 
that section; or 


(b) 40 per cent of the taxes paid for school purposes for the year by 
the eligible charity on the property it occupies, if clause (a) 
does not apply to the charity for the year. 


(4) The following rules apply with respect to a rebate under this 
section: 


1. The levying board shall pay one-half of the rebate for a taxa- 
tion year to the eligible charity within 60 days after receipt of 
the charity’s application for the rebate and shall pay the bal- 
ance of the rebate within 120 days after receipt of the applica- 
tion. 


2. As a condition of receiving a rebate for a year, a charity shall 
repay all amounts, if any, by which the rebates the charity 
received for the year from other levying boards or 
municipalities exceed the rebates from the other levying boards 
or municipalities to which the charity is entitled for the year. 


3. The costs of a rebate of taxes on property shall be shared by the 
levying boards and all other school boards that share in the 
revenue from the taxes for school purposes on the property in 
the same proportion as the levying boards and school boards 
share in the revenue. 


4. The levying board shall pay interest, at the rate determined 
under subsection 257.11 (4) of the Education Act, on the 
amount of the rebate to which an eligible charity is entitled 
under this section, if the levying board fails to rebate or credit 
the amount within the time specified in paragraph 1. 


5. No fee may be charged by the levying board to process an 
application under this section. 


PART V 
GROSS LEASES 


Application of Municipal Act, s. 444.1 

8. Section 444.1 of the Municipal Act applies, with necessary 
modifications, as though it formed part of this Regulation, with 
respect to property in territory described in section 1 with the 
following modifications: 


1. A reference to a municipality in subsection 444.1 (10) of the 
Municipal Act shall be read as a reference to the territory 
described in section 1 that is within the jurisdiction of the 
levying board. 


2. A reference to a local municipality in subsection 444.1 (13) of 
the Municipal Act shall be read as a reference to the levying 
board. 


3. A reference to property taxes shall be read as a reference to 
taxes for school purposes. 
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PART VI 
REBATES FOR VACANT UNITS 


Interpretation 

9. This Part applies for the purposes of section 442.5 of the 
Municipal Act, as made applicable by section 257.12.3 of the Act, 
with respect to an area in which a levying board is required to levy 
rates for school purposes under Division B of Part [X of the Act. 


Eligible property 
10. (1) A building or structure on property is an eligible property 
for the purposes of this Part for a period of time if, 


(a) the period of time is at least 90 consecutive days; and 


(b) no portion of the building or structure was used at any time in 
the period of time. 


(2) A portion of a building on property that is in the commercial 
property class is an eligible property under this Part for a period of 
time, if the period of time is at least 90 consecutive days and through- 
out the period of time, 


(a) the portion of the building was not used and was clearly 
delineated or separated by physical barriers from the portion of 
the building that was used; and 


(b) the portion of the building, 


— 


(i) was capable of being leased for immediate occupation, 

(ii) was capable of being leased but not for immediate occupa- 
tion because it was in need of or undergoing repairs or 
renovations or was under construction, or 


(iii) was unfit for occupation. 


(3) A portion of a building on property that is in the industrial 
property class is an eligible property under this Part for a period of 
time if, 


(a) the period of time is at least 90 consecutive days; and 
(b) throughout the period of time, the portion of the building was 


not used and was clearly delineated or separated by physical 
barriers from the portion of the building that was used. 


(4) The following rules apply for the purposes of subsections (1), 
(2) and (3): 


1. A reference to a period of at least 90 consecutive days shall be 
read as a reference to a period of at least 89 consecutive days if 
the period includes all of February. 


2. The following, in the absence of other activity, does not consti- 
tute the use of a building or structure or a portion of a building: 


i. Construction, repairs or renovations of the building, struc- 
ture or portion of the building. 


il. The heating, cooling, lighting or cleaning of the building, 
structure or portion of the building. 


ili. The presence of fixtures. 


(5) Despite subsections (1), (2) and (3), a building, structure or 
portion of a building is not an eligible property under this Part for a 
period of time if, 


(a) it is used for commercial or industrial activity on a seasonal 
basis; 


(b) it is leased to a tenant who is in possession of the leasehold 
interest throughout the period of time; or 


(c) it is included in a sub-class for vacant land under subsection 
8 (1) of the Assessment Act throughout the period of time. _ 
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Amount of rebate 
11. (1) In this section, 


“base property” means, in respect of an eligible property for a taxation 
year, the real property whose assessment on the roll returned under 
the Assessment Act for taxation in the taxation year includes the 
eligible property, excluding any portion of the real property, 


(a) that is exempt from taxes for school purposes for the year, 


(b) that is not included in the same class of real property for the 
taxation year under the Assessment Act as the eligible property, 
or 


(c) that is included in a subclass for excess land under subsection 8 
(1) of the Assessment Act. 


(2) The amount of the rebate for a taxation year for an eligible 
property is the amount equal to 30 per cent, if the eligible property is 
in the commercial property class, or 35 per cent, if the property is in 
the industrial property class, of the taxes for school purposes for the 
year for the eligible property, as determined in the following manner: 


1. Take the value of the property for the year as determined by 
the assessment corporation. 


2. Determine the percentage that the value of the property is of 
the assessed value of the base property for the taxation year. 


3. Multiply the percentage determined under paragraph 2 by the 
taxes for school purposes for the base property for the taxation 
year. 


4. Determine the percentage that the number of days in the 
taxation year that the property was an eligible property is of the 
total number of days in the year. 


5. Multiply the percentage determined under paragraph 4 by the 
product determined under paragraph 3. 


(3) If the period of at least 90 consecutive days during which a 
property or portion of a property was an eligible property commences 
after October 3 in the prior taxation year, the amount of taxes for the 
taxation year 1s determined for the purposes of subsection (2) by add- 
ing the following amounts: 


1. The amount of taxes that would be determined under subsec- 
tion (2) for the previous taxation year if the only period in that 
year during which the property or portion of the property was 
an eligible property was the period after October 3 during 
which the building or structure or the portion of the building 
was an eligible property. 


2. The amount of taxes that would be determined under subsec- 
tion (2) for the taxation year in respect of the period in the year 
during which the building or structure or the portion of the 
building was an eligible property. 


Application for rebate 
12. (1) An application for a rebate under this Part in respect of a 
taxation year must contain the following information: 


1. The name of the owner of the eligible property and, if applica- 
ble, the name of the owner’s agent. 


2. The address of the real property as recorded by the assessment 
corporation. 


3. The assessment roll number of the real property that includes 
the eligible property for purposes of assessment under the 
Assessment Act. 


4. The dates in the period covered by the application during 
which the building or structure or the portion of the building 
was an eligible property. 
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5. A description of the eligible property, 
i. by suite or unit number and floor number, or 


il. by a method of describing its location in the building that 
is sufficient to identify the eligible property if it cannot be 
described by suite or unit number and floor number. 


6. The area of the eligible property in square feet. 


7. Any additional documentation the levying board or assessment 
corporation may request to assist in identifying the eligible 


property. 


(2) The levying board shall forward a copy of each application to 
the assessment corporation for determination of the value of the eligi- 
ble property. 


(3) The assessment corporation shall provide the value of the eli- 
gible property to the levying board as soon as practicable. 


(4) The levying board shall calculate the amount of the rebate 
payable to the owner as soon as practicable after receiving the deter- 
mination of the value of the eligible property from the assessment 
corporation. 


(5) The levying board may calculate the amount of a rebate based 
on an estimate of the amount of taxes for school purposes in respect of 
the eligible property and subsequently adjust the amount of the rebate 
when the amount of the taxes is finally determined. 


Recalculation of rebate 
13. (1) The levying board shall recalculate the amount of a rebate 
in respect of an eligible property if, 


(a) any of the taxes for school property are reduced under section 
442 or 443 of the Municipal Act; 


(b) the assessment for the property changes as the result of a set- 
tlement under section 39.1 of the Assessment Act; 


(c) the assessment for the property changes as the result of an 
appeal under section 40 of the Assessment Act; or 


(d) the assessment for the property changes as the result of an 
application under section 46 of the Assessment Act. 


(2) If a levying board pays or credits to an owner a rebate in an 
amount that is greater than the amount determined under a recalcula- 
tion under subsection (1), the levying board may recover the excess 
amount. 


(3) If a levying board pays or credits to an owner a rebate in an 
amount that is less than the amount determined under a recalculation 
under subsection (1), the levying board shall pay or credit to the 
owner the additional amount of the rebate as soon as practicable after 
the recalculation. 


Deadline extension 

14. For the purposes of this Part, if the assessment corporation 
assesses a property during a taxation year under section 33 of the 
Assessment Act in respect of either of the two preceding taxation 
years, the deadline for making an application under this Part for that 
preceding taxation years is extended to the day that is 90 days after 
the day the assessment notice is mailed to the owner under section 35 
of the Assessment Act. 


Interest on rebate, 2001 
15. (1) This section applies to rebates in respect of the 2001 taxa- 
tion year. 


(2) All interest payable under this Part is to be applied at the same 
rate applied under subsection 257.11 (4) of the Act. 


(3) Interest is payable in respect of a rebate if, 
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(a) the application is received by the levying board on or before 
April 30, 2002; and 


(b) the levying board fails to pay or credit the owner the amount of 
the rebate to which the owner is entitled by the later of, 


(i) July 31, 2002, and 


(11) the day that is 120 days after the day the owner provides 
the information required under subsection 12 (1). 


Interest on rebate, 2002 and subsequent years 
16. (1) This section applies to rebates in respect of 2002 and sub- 
sequent taxation years. 


(2) Interest is payable in respect of a rebate for a taxation year if, 


(a) the application is received by the levying board by the last day 
of February of the year immediately following the taxation 
year to which the rebate relates; and 


(b) the levying board fails to pay or credit the owner the amount of 
the rebate to which the owner is entitled by the later of, 


(i) June 30 of the year immediately following the taxation 
year to which the rebate relates, and 


(ii) the day that is 120 days after the day the owner provides 
the information required under subsection 12 (1). 


Interest, special cases 

17. (1) If the deadline for applying for a rebate in respect of a 
taxation year is extended under section 14, interest is payable in 
respect of the rebate if, 


(a) an application for the rebate is received by the levying board 
before the deadline; and 


(b) the levying board fails to pay or credit the owner the amount of 
the rebate to which the owner is entitled by the later of, 


(i) the day that is 120 days after the deadline, and 


(ii) the day that is 120 days after the day the owner provides 
the information required under subsection 12 (1). 


(2) If a levying board pays or credits an owner a rebate in an 
amount that was less than the amount determined under the recalcula- 
tion under subsection 13 (1), interest is payable on the additional 
amount of the rebate if the levying board does not pay or credit the 
owner the additional amount within 120 days after receiving notice of 
the change to the assessment. 


Complaint 

18. The later date prescribed for the purposes of subsection 442.5 
(16) of the Municipal Act, as made applicable by section 257.12.3 of 
the Act, is the later of, 


(a) the day that is 120 days after the levying board receives the 
application; and 


(b) the day that interest becomes payable on the outstanding 
rebate. 


PART VII 
LIMITATION ON TAX INCREASES FOR 2001 AND 
SUBSEQUENT TAXATION YEARS 


Interpretation 
19. (1) In this Part, 


“additional assessment” means one or more assessments made under 
section 33 or 34 of the Assessment Act; 


“uncapped 2001 taxes” means the amount of taxes for school pur- 
poses that would have been payable for 2001 but for the applica- 
tion of this Part; 
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“previous year” means the year immediately preceding the taxation 
year; 


“uncapped taxes” means, in respect of a taxation year, the amount of 
taxes for school purposes that would have been payable for the 
taxation year but for the application of this Part. 


(2) If portions of a property are classified in different property 
classes on the assessment roll, each portion shall be treated as a sepa- 
rate property for the purposes of this Part. 


(3) This Part applies with respect to property in the commercial 
class, the industrial class and the multi-residential property class. 


(4) This Part does not apply to, 


(a) property or a portion of the property to which a payment-in- 
lieu of taxes is required, other than property of a designated 
electricity utility within the meaning of subsection 19.0.1 (5) of 
the Assessment Act or of a corporation referred to in clause (d) 
of the definition of “municipal electricity utility” in section 88 
of the Electricity Act; 


(b) despite clause (a), land, buildings and structures to which sub- 
section 19.0.1 (1) of the Assessment Act applies; and 


property classified in the residential/farm property class, farm- 
lands property class, managed forests property class or pipe 
line property class, as prescribed under the Assessment Act. 


(c 


— 


Determination of taxes 

20. Except as provided in this Part, the taxes for school purposes 
for a year for a property to which this Part applies are determined in 
accordance with subsection 362 (1) of the Municipal Act and Division 
B of Part [X of the Act. 


Determination of maximum taxes, 2001 

21. (1) Except as otherwise provided in this section and section 
22, the amount of the taxes for school purposes for 2001 for a prop- 
erty is the amount calculated as follows: 


1. Determine the amount of the taxes for school purposes for 
2000 for the property under subsection (2). 


2. Add five per cent of the amount determined under paragraph 1. 


(2) The amount of the taxes for school purposes for 2000 for a 
property is determined as follows: 


1. Determine the amount of the taxes for school purposes that 
were levied on the property for 2000. 


2. If, in respect of the property, the 1999 assessment roll for 
taxation in 2000 included an amount in the sub-class for vacant 
units and excess land prescribed under the Assessment Act, 
recalculate the taxes determined under paragraph | as if the 
property did not contain any vacant units. 


3. If a supplementary assessment or change in classification is 
made under section 34 of the Assessment Act during 2000 or if 
an assessment or change in classification could have been 
made under section 34 of that Act and the appropriate change 
is made on the assessment roll for taxation in 2001, recalculate 
the taxes determined under paragraph | as if the increase in the 
assessment or change in classification, as the case may be, had 
applied to the property for all of 2000. 


4. If the assessment of a property whose classification is in the 
sub-class for vacant land on the assessment roll for taxation in 
2001 increases as a result of an improvement to that property 
during 2000 and if no portion of any building on the property 
begins to be used for any purpose during 2000, recalculate the 
taxes determined under paragraph | as if the increase in the 
assessment had applied to the property for all of 2000. 
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5. If any taxes for school purposes for 2000 are cancelled, 
reduced or refunded under section 442 of the Municipal Act on 
an application under clause 442 (1) (a), (a.1), (c) or (f) of that 
Act or under section 443 of that Act, recalculate the taxes 
determined under paragraph | as if the event that caused the 
cancellation, reduction or refund had occurred on January 1, 
2000. 


(3) If, as a result of a request under section 39.1 of the Assessment 
Act, a complaint under section 40 of that Act, an application under 
section 46 of that Act, an application under section 447.26 of the 
Municipal Act or a determination under section 447.26.1 of that Act, 
the taxes for school purposes for a property for 2000 are recalculated, 
the amount under paragraph | of subsection (2) must be adjusted 
accordingly.

Recouping landlord’s shortfall 

26. (1) A landlord may require a tenant to pay an amount on 
account of taxes for school purposes that is more than the tenant 
would otherwise be required to pay under the tenant’s lease to the 
extent necessary for the landlord to recoup any shortfall, within the 
meaning of paragraph 3 of subsection 447.71 (7) of the Municipal Act, 
in respect of other leased premises that form part of the property. 


(2) Subsection 447.71 (8) of the Municipal Act applies, with nec- 
essary modifications, with respect to an amount a tenant is required to 
pay under subsection (1). 


(3) This section applies with respect to a tenant only if, 
(a) section 25 does not apply to the tenant; and 


(b) the tenant’s lease was entered into before December 18, 1998, 
the tenant’s tenancy has been continuous since that date and 
Part XXII.2 of the Municipal Act, as it applies under section 10 
of Ontario Regulation 509/98, applied to the property.

Application for cancellation 

27. (1) An application to the levying board for the cancellation, 
reduction or refund of taxes levied for school purposes in the year in 
respect of which the application is made may be made by a person 
who was overcharged by reason of a gross or manifest error that is a 
clerical error, the transposition of figures, a typographical error or 
similar type of error in the calculation of taxes under this Part. 


(2) Section 442 of the Municipal Act, with necessary modifica- 
tions, applies to an application made under subsection (1).

Members of the corporation — other housing providers

by the board of directors of the corporation becomes a member of the 
corporation, as provided by clause 140 (2) (e) of the Act. 


(2) A housing provider described in subsection (1) becomes a 
member of the corporation on the first day of the month after the 
month in which the board of directors of the corporation approves the 
application. 


Objects of the corporation — prescribed housing providers and 
programs 

4. (1) The housing providers listed in Schedules 1, 2 and 3 and the 
housing providers that are members of the corporation pursuant to 
section 3 are prescribed as housing providers for the purposes of 
clauses 141 (a), (b), (c) and (d) of the Act. 


(2) The housing programs listed in Schedule 4 are prescribed as 
housing programs for the purposes of clauses 141 (a) and (c) of the 
Act. 


Powers of the corporation’s board — prescribed housing providers 

5. (1) The housing providers listed in Schedules 1, 2 and 3 and the 
housing providers that are members of the corporation pursuant to 
section 3 are prescribed as housing providers for the eS of 
clauses 142 (1) (b), (d), (e) and (f) of the Act. 


(2) Those housing providers listed in Schedule 1 or 2 that are 
required by regulation to meet the provincial requirements under 
clause 93 (2) (f) of the Act are prescribed as housing providers for the 
purposes of clause 142 (1) (c) of the Act. 


Commencement 

6. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day this 
Regulation is filed and the day Part VIII of the Act comes into 
force.

Winding-up of the college 

1. (1) The Minister may continue the process of winding-up the 
college known as Collége d’arts appliqués et de technologie des 
Grands Lacs, which college was continued by section 4.2 of Regula- 
tion 771 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990. 


(2) Except as provided in this Regulation, the board of governors 
of the college shall take all steps necessary for the orderly winding-up 
of the college. 


(3) Sections 132, 230, 231 and 243 of the Corporations Act do not 
apply to the winding-up of the college under this Regulation and for 
greater certainty, a liquidator shall not be appointed under that Act. 


(4) For the purpose of dealing with the winding-up of the college, 
a majority of the board of governors constitutes a quorum. 


(5) Any budget established by the board of governors for winding- 
up of the college and any expenditures approved by it related to the 
winding-up are subject to the approval of the Minister and the budget 
shall not be finalized or the expenditures incurred until approved by 
the Minister. 


(6) The board of governors shall co-operate fully with the Minister 
or any person acting on behalf of the Minister in planning and imple- 
menting the winding-up of the college. 


(7) Subject to the direction of the Minister, the board of governors 
shall make provisions, 


(a) for the retention of the corporate records of the college and of 
other appropriate records of the college after its winding-up; 
and 


(b) for reasonable access by students and former students of the 
college to their academic records during and after the winding- 
up of the college. 


(8) Nothing in this Regulation detracts from the obligations of the 
board of governors as an employer, including as the employer under 
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the Colleges Collective Bargaining Act and as the employer under any 
collective agreements negotiated under that Act. 


Appointment of administrator 

2. (1) After the board of governors has taken all necessary steps to 
wind-up the college but before the college is dissolved, the Minister 
may appoint a person to temporarily administer the business and af- 
fairs of the college, subject to such conditions and restrictions as the 
Minister may impose upon the administrator. 


(2) Subject to any conditions or restrictions that the Minister may 
have imposed, the administrator has all of the powers of the board of 
governors of the college and may exercise them for the purpose of 
completing the winding-up of the college. 


(3) The board of governors of the college cannot exercise any of 
its powers, except powers in respect of matters that are explicitly 
reserved to it through conditions or restrictions imposed by the Minis- 
ter on the administrator, while the administrator holds office. 


(4) The Minister may terminate the appointment of the administra- 
tor when the Minister is satisfied that the temporary administration of 
the business and affairs of the college is no longer necessary. 


(5) The administrator shall report to the Minister as required by the 
Minister and, if any powers in respect of matters are explicitly 
reserved to the board of governors, to the board of governors on those 
matters. 


(6) The Minister may issue directions to the administrator with 
regard to any matter within the jurisdiction of the administrator and 
the administrator shall carry out the directions. 


(7) No proceeding shall be commenced against the Crown or the 
Minister with respect to the appointment of an administrator under 
this section.

COURSES OF TRAINING FOR MEMBERS 
OF POLICE FORCES 


Initial training 
1. (1) Every municipal police officer shall, within six months of 
his or her appointment, successfully complete the Basic Constable 
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Training Program at the Ontario Police College as his or her initial 
training. 


(2) In the case of a police officer who previously completed a 
program of recruit police training in another province or territory and 
who successfully completed a probationary period in the other prov- 
ince or territory equivalent to the probationary period under section 44 
of the Act, the Director of the Ontario Police College may, within six 
months of the police officer’s appointment to an Ontario municipal 
police force, exempt the police officer from the requirement in 
subsection (1) if, in the Director’s opinion, the police officer’s 
qualifications and skills are substantially equivalent to those that 
would be obtained in the Basic Constable Training Program. 


(3) In exempting a police officer under subsection (2), the Director 
may require the police officer to complete other specified courses or 
examinations, or both, to ensure that the police officer’s qualifications 
and skills will be equivalent to those that would be obtained in the 
Basic Constable Training Program.

CERTIFICATES OF AUTHORIZATION 


Eligibility 
1. (1) A corporation is eligible to hold a certificate of authoriza- 
tion issued by a College if all the following conditions are met: 


1. The articles of the corporation provide that the corporation 
cannot carry on a business other than the practice of the profes- 
sion governed by the College and activities related to or ancil- 
lary to the practice of that profession. 


2. Each shareholder of the corporation holds a certificate of regis- 
tration issued by the Registrar of the College. 


3. The name of the corporation meets the standards described in 
subsections (2) to (5). 


(2) The name of the corporation must meet the requirements in 
section 3.2 of the Business Corporations Act and must not violate the 
provisions of any other Act. 


(3) The name of the corporation must include the surname of one 
or more shareholders of the corporation, as the surname is set out in 
the College register, and may also include the shareholder’s given 
name, one or more of the shareholder’s initials or a combination of his 
or her given name and initials. 


(4) The name of the corporation must indicate the health profes- 
sion practised by the shareholders. 


(5) The name of the corporation must not include any information 
other than the information permitted or required by subsections (2), 
(3) and (4). 


Issuance of certificate 

2. (1) A College shall issue a certificate of authorization to a 
corporation in respect of a particular profession if the corporation is 
eligible to hold one and applies for the certificate by giving the 
following information and documents to the Registrar: 


1. A completed application in a form approved by the College. 
2. The application fee required by the by-laws of the College. 


3. A certificate of status of the corporation issued by the Ministry 
of Consumer and Business Services not more than 30 days 
before the application is submitted to the Registrar, which 
indicates that the corporation is active. 


4. A certified copy of the certificate of incorporation of the corpo- 
ration. 


5. A certified copy of every certificate of the corporation that has 
been endorsed under the Business Corporations Act as of the 
day the application is submitted. 


6. The statutory declaration of a director of the corporation, exe- 
cuted not more than 15 days before the application is submitted 
to the Registrar, certifying, 


i. that the corporation is in compliance with section 3.2 of 
the Business Corporations Act as of the date the statutory 
declaration is executed, 
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ii. that the corporation does not carry on, and does not plan to 
carry on, any business that is not the practice of the 
profession governed by the College or activities related to 
or ancillary to the practice of that profession, 


iii. that there has been no change in the status of the corpora- 
tion since the date of the certificate of status referred to in 
paragraph 3, and 


iv. that the information contained in the application is com- 
plete and accurate as of the day the statutory declaration is 
executed. 


7. The name of each person who is a shareholder of the corpora- 
tion as of the day the application is submitted and his or her 
business address, business telephone number and registration 
number with the College as of that day. 


8. The names of the directors and the officers of the corporation 
as of the day the application is submitted. 


9. The address of the premises at which the corporation carries on 
activities as of the day the application is submitted. 


(2) A College may issue a revised certificate of authorization to a 
corporation if the corporation changes its name after the certificate of 
authorization has been issued to it. 


Refusal to issue 

3. The College shall refuse to issue a certificate of authorization if 
the corporation is not eligible to hold one or if the corporation does 
not comply with section 2. 


Duty to notify. College 

4. (1) If a corporation that holds a certificate of authorization 
changes its name or its articles of incorporation, the corporation shall 
promptly notify the College and give the College a copy of a certifi- 
cate of the corporation that has been endorsed under the Business 
Corporations Act indicating the change. 


(2) A corporation ceases to be eligible to hold a certificate of 
authorization if the corporation fails to notify the College when the 
corporation changes its name or its articles of incorporation or fails to 
give the College the certificate described in subsection (1). 


Annual renewal of certificate 

5. The College shall renew a certificate of authorization for a cor- 
poration in respect of a particular profession on an annual basis if the 
corporation applies for the renewal by giving the following informa- 
tion and documents to the Registrar: 


1. A completed application for renewal in a form approved by the 
College. 


2. The annual renewal fee required by the by-laws of the College. 


3. A certificate of status of the corporation issued by the Ministry 
of Consumer and Business Services not more than 30 days 
before the day it is submitted to the Registrar, which indicates 
that the corporation is active. 


4. A certified copy of every certificate of the corporation that has 
been endorsed under the Business Corporations Act since the 
corporation’s most recent application for a certificate of 
authorization or for renewal of its certificate of authorization. 


5. The statutory declaration of a director of the corporation, exe- 
cuted not more than 15 days before the application for renewal 
is submitted to the Registrar, certifying, 


i. that the corporation is in compliance with section 3.2 of 
the Business Corporations Act as of the date the statutory 
declaration is executed, 
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ii. that the corporation does not carry on, and does not plan to 
carry on, any business that is not the practice of the profes- 
sion governed by the College or activities related to or an- 
cillary to the practice of that profession, 


iii. that there has been no change in the status of the corpora- 
tion since the date of the certificate of status referred to in 
paragraph 3, and 


iv. that the information contained in the application for 
renewal is complete and accurate as of the date the 
statutory declaration is executed. 


6. The name of each person who is a shareholder of the corpora- 
tion as of the day the application for renewal is submitted and 
his or her business address, business telephone number and 
registration number with the College as of that day. 


7. The names of the directors and the officers of the corporation 
as of the day the application for renewal is submitted. 


8. The address of the premises at which the corporation carries on 
activities as of the day the application for renewal is submitted. 


Revocation of certificate 
6. (1) The following are the grounds upon which a corporation’s 
certificate of authorization may be revoked: 


1. The corporation ceases to be eligible to hold a certificate of 
authorization. 


2. The corporation ceases to practise the profession in respect of 
which the certificate of authorization was issued. 


3. The corporation fails to comply with one or more of the 
requirements for a renewal of the certificate. 


4. The corporation carries on any business that is not the practice 
of the profession governed by the College or activities related 
to or ancillary to the practice of that profession. 


5. The corporation fails to notify the Registrar of a change in 
shareholders in accordance with section 85.9 of the Code. 


(2) If the College proposes to revoke a corporation’s certificate of 
authorization, the College shall give notice of the proposed revoca- 
tion, setting out the date the revocation will take effect and the 
grounds for the proposed revocation. 


(3) The College shall revoke the corporation’s certificate of 
authorization 60 days after the date on which the notice is given if any 
of the grounds for revocation exist on the revocation date specified in 
the notice. 


(4) The College shall notify the corporation if a corporation’s 
certificate of authorization is revoked. 


Reinstatement after revocation 

7. If a corporation’s certificate of authorization is revoked, a new 
certificate of authorization may be issued to the corporation only if the 
corporation is eligible to hold one and applies for a new certificate in 
accordance with section 2.

9. Employees of the Agency are not civil servants, public servants 
or Crown employees within the meaning of the Public Service Act. 


Annual report 

10. (1) The Agency shall give the Minister an annual report on its 
affairs, and the Minister shall submit the report to the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council and then lay it before the Assembly if it is in 
session or, if not, at the next session. 


(2) Each annual report must include information about the 
Agency’s activities under the agreements required by section 5, and 
must include the details of every notice given under clause 5 (6) (d) or 


(e). 


(3) The Agency shall give the Minister such other information and 
reports on its affairs as the Minister may require. 


Annual audit 
11. (1) The board of directors shall ensure that the Agency’s 
accounts and financial transactions are audited annually. 


(2) The annual audit is subject to the review of the Provincial 
Auditor. 


(3) The Minister may, at any time, require that an audit of the 
Agency be conducted. 


Fiscal year 
12. The Agency’s fiscal year commences on April | in each year 
and ends on March 31 in the following year. 


Appointment of administrator 

13. (1) The Minister may, by order, appoint a person to temporar- 
ily administer the business and affairs of the Agency if the Minister 
considers it to be in the public interest to do so, and the Minister may 
impose conditions and restrictions upon the administrator. 


(2) The administrator has all of the powers of the board of direc- 
tors of the Agency and may exercise them for the purpose of manag- 
ing the affairs of the Agency, ensuring that the Agency carries out its 
objects and performing such other duties as may be specified by the 
Minister. 


(3) The board of directors of the Agency cannot exercise any of its 
powers while the administrator holds office. 


(4) The term of office of the administrator is 12 months or such 
lesser period as the Minister may determine, and the Minister may 
extend the term for further terms of not more than six months. 


(5) The Minister may terminate the administrator’s appointment 
before the end of the term if the Minister is satisfied that the appoint- 
ment is no longer in the public interest. 


Winding up the Agency 

14. (1) If the Minister decides that it is in the public interest to 
wind up the business and affairs of the Agency, he or she may do all 
things necessary to do so, including distributing the Agency’s assets. 


(2) In acting under subsection (1), the Minister may direct that all 
or some of the Agency’s assets be, 
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(a) liquidated or sold as a going concern and the proceeds paid into 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund; or 


(b) transferred to Her Majesty in right of Ontario or to another 
agency of the Crown. 


(3) Any information or technology in the custody or control of the 
Agency immediately before it is wound up that the Agency holds on 
behalf of another person under an agreement described in section 5 
must be returned to that person. 


(4) Any personal information collected by the Agency under sub- 
section 15 (2) that is in its custody or control immediately before it is 
wound up must be transferred to the individual to whom it relates or, 
if that is not possible, to the physician who attends that individual. 


(5) After the personal information is transferred under subsection 
(4), the Agency shall promptly destroy the personal health informa- 
tion in its records. 


Emergency health records 

15. (1) This section applies when an individual and his or her 
health care provider agree that personal information may be disclosed 
to hospitals, physicians and other health care providers for the purpose 
of providing or facilitating emergency health care services to the indi- 
vidual. 


(2) The Agency may collect and use personal information 
described in subsection (3) for the purpose of compiling and 
maintaining an emergency health record about the individual and shall 
not collect or use it for any other purpose. 


(3) The emergency health record for an individual may contain 
only that personal information that the individual and his or her health 
care provider agree is necessary for the provision of emergency health 
care services. 


(4) The Agency may disclose an individual’s emergency health 
record and the personal information contained in it to a hospital, phy- 
sician or other health care provider involved in providing or facilitat- 
ing emergency health care services to the individual and shall not 
disclose it for any other purpose. 


Verification of users 

16. The Agency may directly or, with the consent of the person to 
whom it relates, indirectly collect personal information and use or 
disclose it in order to verify the identity of persons registering to use 
the Agency’s information infrastructure and the Agency shall not 
collect, use or disclose it for any other purpose. 


Immunity 

17. (1) No employee or agent of the Agency and no administrator 
appointed under subsection 13 (1) is liable for anything done or omit- 
ted in good faith in the exercise or purported exercise of the powers 
conferred or duties imposed by this Regulation. 


(2) Subject to any duties, obligations or responsibilities imposed 
by statute, no member or officer of the Agency is liable for anything 
done or omitted in good faith in the exercise or purported exercise of 
the powers conferred or duties imposed by this Regulation. 


Review of the Agency’s affairs 

18. The Minister shall conduct a review of the Agency’s affairs 
and submit a report to the Executive Council no later than the third 
anniversary of the day on which this Regulation comes into force.
